I contacted the Dakota County Sheriff, Rod Boyd and his wife, Beverly, for assistance in 
Bringing mounted Sheriff's personnel in to the scene the following day. I also contacted 
Forest Whipperling, Sheriff of Goodhue County, Sheriff A1 Wallin, Carver County and 
Sheriff Vanderhyde, Dodge County. I explained to them of the need of seaching a large 
area * by horseback and they stated they would make the necessary arrangements to get 
personnel there the following morning. We set 1100 hours as the time to meet at the Del 
Win Ballroom, which is located just south of the intersection of Stearns Co. Rd. 75 and 
134, in the area where Jacob was abducted. 

I also contacted Bill Coleman, Salvation Army Mobile Canteen Unit, Minneapolis, requesting 
that the canteen be brought to the search area, to assist in the feeding of the personnel 
involved in the search. Mr. Coleman stated the unit would be there and would arrive at 
1100 hours the following day. 

I also requested of Special Agent Jamar that tire impressions be taken of all the 
responding fire department personnel who drove vehicles to the scene of the kidnapping 
on the evening of 10/22/89. Arrangements would be made through Detective Mund to have 
the necessary vehicles available for my inspection at a later date. 

At 2120 hours, a Chevrolet vehicle, bearing Minnesota license NWE 570, 2-door, gray 
in color, serial #1M27V97248605, had impressions taken of the tires. With the assistance 
of Stearns County Sheriff's Detective Ralph Becker, inked impressions were made of'the 
tire and then rolled onto cl?an, white bond paper. As this was done, an examination of 
the tread/ wear design was conducted, against the plaster cast impressions made on 
10/22/89. They were found to be an entirely different type of tread design and wear and 
were eliminated as a possible vehicle in this kidnapping. 

At 2145 hours, I made arrangements with Stearns County Sheriff Grafft and Detective Becker 
to place a car with its lights off on the gravel road just east of the kidnapping site 
and then drive both directions (north and south) on 91st, to see if a vehicle could be 
seen at that time of the evening. This was completed and the Sheriff's unmarked vehicle 
was unable to be located through the use of headlights in the normal driving on 91st. We 
then cleared from the detail at 2255 hours. “

At 0830 hours, I arrived at the Stearns County law enforcement center and met with Stearns 
County Sheriff Charlie Grafft and Sheriff's Lieutenant Charlie Brigham. Lt. Brigham is 
the supervisor of the patrol division for Stearns County Sheriff's Department. 

Lt. Brigham and I obtained copies of the townships within Stearns County and from this 
we determined what areas needed to be covered in a search. Lt. Brigham drove to the St. 
Joseph area and surrounding areas, noting abandoned buildings, farm sites, construction 
sites, the Sauk River and other areas which we deemed to be prioritized for a search. At 
1045 hours, we proceeded to the Del Win Ballroom, St. Joseph, Minnesota, and met the 
following Sheriff s Department's mounted posses'. They were represented by the Carver 
County Sheriff's Department, Dakota County Sheriff's Department, Goodhue County Sheriff's 
Department, Steele County Sheriff's Department, and Waseca County Sheriff's Department. 
After getting the command vehicle brought in from Stearns County and all personnel checked 
in at the command center, we found that we had 42 members to assist us in the search area. 
Lt. Brigham and I then moved the search pattern to a construction site approximately one 
mile east of the kidnapping site, which was surrounded by a heavy wooded area, swamp area 
and also the Sauk River runs adjacent to this property. A clothing description was shown 
to the mounted riders and it^tructions were given that if they found anything, they would 
stop, notify the command center and either Lt. Brigham or 1 would come out to check the 
evidence and evaluate it for further investigation. 

The search was conducted north and south of the Sauk River, north and south of Stearns 
County Hwy. 75. One article of clothing was found, which was later examined and found 
to be of no value. 

During the search, WCCO Channel 4's helicopter and Channel 11's helicopter were made 
available to us for viewing the search area from the air and also taking up to various 
locations within the search area, should that be necessary. 

We made a thorough of the area of St. Joseph Township, primarily in the areas where access 
would be difficult by foot. Numerous items were found, but nothing of value to the 
investigation. Later in the afternoon, we moved the search pattern to the college area 
around St. John's University. This location was just northwest of the intersection of 
Stearns County Hwy 75 and 1-94. We then moved on to Stearns County 159 and St. Wendell 
Township and searched the entire area north of the freeway and bounded by a lake within 
this area. Again the search was conducted until the hours of darkness. No items of 
value were located. 

At 1930 hours, we returned to the Stearns County law enforcement center for a briefing 
with the FBI task force. At 2200 hours X cleared from the law enforcement center.

At 0800 hours, I arrived at Sheriff Grafft’s office for a briefing. At 0910 hours, a 
meeting was held with the Minnesota Department' of Public Safety Paul Tschida, Bureau of 
Criminal Apprehension Superintendent Mark Shields, Colonel Leo Haseman, Director of Law 
Enforcement Services, Department of Natural Resources, Lt. Colonel Ronald Deppa, Military 
Advisor to the Governor, Captain Ken Kammen, Minnesota State Patrol and Supervisory 
Special Agent A1 Garber, Minneapolis FBI. 

The meeting was conducted in the law enforcement center. It was decided that the National 
Guard would send 100 combat personnel to the Del Win Ballroom, which would be the command 
center and the Department of Natural Resources would send approximately 50-100 personnel, 
both conservation officers and forestry personnel. The State Patrol would have their 
helicopter available and also a communications van. 

We would use the Stearns County rural road atlas as the basis for our search pattern and 
we would extend the search pattern. The meeting concluded at 1200 hours. 

At 1230 hours, I contacted Lt. Brigham and informed him of the activities that had taken 
place at the meeting. During this time, Lt. Brigham had been directing the mounted posse 
to further their search, as additional personnel had arrived on the scene. 

At 1400 hours,. the scene was revisited by air, with Lt. Colonel Deppa. I showed him the 
area of the kidnap site and also the area that had been searched, so he could better 
deploy his personnel in the morning. 

At 1500 hours, I met with Lt. Brigham, southeast of Stearns Co. Rd. 2 and 1-94, where the 
mounted posse had extended their search. Again, I briefed him on our activities. Nothing 
of value had been found during the search that could be of assistance in the 
investigation. 

At 1700 hours, I returned to the law enforcement center for a task force briefing. I 
cleared at 2200 hours.

This information was then 
relayed back to the law enforcement center. 


At 1120 hours, I was notified of a white sock that was located near the scene of the 
abduction. This sock was found south of the gravel road which leads east from the 
abduction site, at approximately 200' in an open field and 50' east of 91st Avenue. This 
sock was examined and found to be very clean, turned inside-out and contained dark colored 
stains which appeared to possibly be feces. This area then was blocked off and the 
location was marked with a wooden stake, photographed, and the task 'force notified to 
bring a bloodhound/tracking type dog from the Minneapolis Police Department to see if it 
could be of value. I then contacted members of the Anoka County Reserve Unit to maintain 
security of the scene. 

At 1215 hours, I was notified that Minneapolis Officer Greg Zipay was enroute with his 
tracking dog. At 1345 hours he arrived at the scene. He checked over the evidence, 
requested that I place the sock in a plain plastic bag to maintain the scent and re¬ 
request that a bloodhound be brought up from Minneapolis. The command center was notified 
and the appropriate call was made. At 1530 hours, a Minneapolis officer arrived with a 
bloodhound by the name of Amos and in three attempts, starting from the sock, the 
bloodhound returned to the edge of the roadway of 91st Avenue and stopped.

At 0800 hours, I - arrived at the Del Win Ballroom command center and met with Colonel 
Deppa, Lt, Brigham.

Again, we met at the Del Win command center, a field adjacent to the ballroom. This 
time we had 125 National Guard personnel and approximately 50 DNR personnel. 
Instructions were given of the areas to be searched, which was an expansion of the 
original search area. 

Items were again located in the search pattern and found to be of no value. 

Air support was given for checking throughout the area and expansion of the area. 
The search was completed at 1700 hours, with nothing being located. 

At 1800 hours we returned to the law enforcement center. We attended the task force 
briefing and later I was enroute to Hennepin County at 2030 hours. At 2100 hours I 
met with Inspector Postle in Monticello and gave him an update on the investigation 
of the case.

The following townships were searched using this 
method: Wendell Township, LeSauk, Brochway, St. Cloud, St. Joseph, Collegeville and 
part of Brochville. Again, air support was given by the National Guard personnel. 

Throughout the day items were found, examined and found to be of no value to this 
investigation. The search continued to the hours of darkness, at which time we 
cleared the command post and returned to the law enforcement center at 1800 hours. 
At 2100 hours we attended a task force briefing and again cleared at 2200 hours. 









We again met at the Del Win command site, with the command vehicle from Stearns 
County. During this time I encountered mechanical problems with my vehicle and had 
to go into St. Cloud for repairs. At 0930 hours, X returned to the command post and 
Lt ' Brigham, where assignments were given to DNR conservation officers and 
Sheriff s personnel for various areas to search.

At 6800 hours, Lt. Brigham and I again set up the command post at the’ Del Win 
Ballroom. Assignments were given to the DNR conservation officers and Sheriff's 
personnel to expand our search using 4-wheel drive vehicles and all terrain vehicles. 
Abandoned sites had been brought to our attention by a realty of homes for sale that 
were not presently occupied and also abandoned sites throughout the county. This 
information was given to various personnel of the search team and they would report 
back when completion of a site was accomplished. 

We continued to search until approximately 1700 hours.. At 1730 hours we returned to 
the law enforcement center for the task force briefing and cleared at 2100 hours. 
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We met at the law enforcement command center for a briefing of the investigation. At 
this point, I point two bicycles and a scooter that had been used by the Wetterling 
children and the neighbor boy at the time of the abduction on 10/22/89. The vehicles 
were processed and no latent prints of evidentiary value were developed on the two 
bicycles or the scooter. 

Lt. Brigham and I then later checked with the City of St. Joseph for all abandoned 
housed and unoccupied houses, with no success. We then extended our search throughout 
the county, checking abandoned farm sites, old buildings, etc., from information 
received from various fire departments within the .county. 

This search was continued with the assistance of conservation officers until 
approximately 1700 hours, at which time we cleared due to darkness. 

At 1730 hours, we returned to the law enforcement center for the task force briefine 
and cleared at 1930 hours.

ADDENDUM: 

The search in the St. Joseph Township and surrounding townships were concluded on the 
evening hours of 11/3/89. 

The reason for this is the following days of 11/4 and 11/5, the Minnesota deer hunting 
season was scheduled to start in the Stearns County area. In speaking with 

conservation officers and other DNR personnel, we felt that the safety factor of 
having personnel search the area at this time could not be afforded to law enforcement 
personnel. It was the decision to halt the search at this time and later resume it 
if new evidence should be reported to the task force. 

It should be noted that on 10/31/89, the State of Minnesota Department of Natural 
Resources, Office of the Commissioner, sent out a letter to all deer hunters in the 
Stearns County area, asking for their assistance in this investigation. Should 
anything unusual be noted, they should call the various numbers listed on the letter. 

The following townships were searched by the special task force team, headed by Lt. 
Charles Brigham and myself: St. Joseph Township (we searched its entirety, both by 
air (National Guard and Civil Air Patrol), ground search by foot, mounted posse, all 
terrain vehicles, 4-wheel drive vehicles and search dogs; St. Wendell Township, (air 
and ground search, mounted horse patrol, 4-wheel drive and all terrain vehicles: 
Collegeville Township, (air, mounted posse, foot, all terrain and 4-wheel drive 
vehicles; Avon Township (air, mounted horse patrol, all terrain and 4-wheel drive 
vehicles; Holding Township (air, 4-wheel drive and all terrain vehicles); Brocking 
Township (air, 4-wheel drive and all terrain vehicles); LeSauk Township, (air, 4-wheel 
drive and all terrain vehicles, mounted horse patrol); St. Cloud Township (air, foot, 
mounted horse patrol, 4-wheel drive and all terrain vehicles); St. Augusta Township 
lair, 4-wheel drive and all terrain vehicles); Rockville Township (air, mounted horse 
patrol, 4-wheel drive and all terrain vehicles); Lakefield Township (air, mounted 
horse patrol, 4-wheel drive and all terrain vehicles); 





For the record, the following counties furnished specialized horse personnel to assist 
in this investigation: Carver County Sheriff's Department, Dakota County Sheriff's 
Department, Dodge County Sheriff's Department, Douglas County Sheriff's Department,

All the information regarding the search has been forwarded to the task force and a 
copy of the Stearns County road atlas, depicting all areas of the search, was left 
at the task force headquarters at the law enforcement center, St. Cloud, for- their 
use and information at a later date. 


At approximately 1200 hours this date, I went up with the National Guard helicopter 
for the purpose of taking color aerial photographs of the general area of the 
kidnapping and showing the relationship of the abduction point to Jacob’s residence. 
Also taken were photographs from a southerly direction looking toward Hwy 75, to 
include the Tom Thumb store and from the north looking south showing the Tom Thumb 
store in relationship to 91st\Avenue, and then photographs in a 360° manner of the 
area of the abduction. 


This film then was given to the law enforcement task force in St. Cloud. The film 
is developed in the City of St. Cloud and retained by the task force members. 
Enlargements were then made of the photographs for investigative purposes.

At the above time and date, I received a telephone call from Supervisory Agent A1 Garber, 
FBI, attached to the St. Cloud task force, concerning the Jacob Wetterling kidnapping. He 
informed me of a possible federal search warrant to be executed at 607 70th Avenue North, 
Apartment 124, Brooklyn Center, Minnesota. He asked if the Sheriff's Crime Laboratory Unit 
could assist agents in executing a search warrant. X informed him that we would assist 
them in this matter. 

At 1305 hours, I notified Captain Running, Commander of the Investigative Division of the 
Hennepin County Sheriff's Department, regarding the search warrant and he informed me that 
the contact person at the Minneapolis office was Special Agent Rich Waldie, 339-7861. 

At 1420 hours a call was received to stand by for a search warrant, as it was being typed 
per Captain Running. At 1500 hours, I notified both the day and middle shift of the crime 
laboratory unit to be on stand by for execution of a search warrant. 

At 1630 hours. Special Agent Rich Waldie contacted me and stated that the search warrant 
had been completed and was enroute to St. Paul to be signed by a federal magistrate. At 
1635 hours I notified Inspector Michael Postle of the status of the search warrant. 

At 1640 hours, I contacted Captain Running with an update as to the status of the search 
warrant. At 1645 hours I contacted the FBI office and gave them my pager number in the 
event I would not be in the laboratory. At 1708 hours, I received a telephone call that 
the search warrant had been signed and we were asked to meet the agents at 69th- Avenue North 
and Humboldt, Brooklyn Center. 

I contacted Radio to contact the crime laboratory technicians by telephone to meet at the 
above address at approximately 1730 hours. 

I arrived at about 1730 hours and met with Sheriff's Crime Laboratory Technicians Donahue 
and Kasbohm. We then met Special Agents of the FBI, Dag Solberg and Robert Roman, who 
showed us a signed search warrant for the address listed on 70th Avenue North. 

I then contacted Brooklyn Center Police by telephone, requesting a uniformed officer to meet 
us at the location. Shortly after, Brooklyn Center Police Officer David Grass met us at 
the intersection of 69th and Humboldt. 

We explained to him the contents of the search warrant and asked him to accompany us to that 
location. 

We went to the apartment complex, which runs in a west/east direction, with the northern 
part of the complex facing the south side of 70th and Hwy 252 directly at the east end of 
the complex. Officer Grass and I went to the resident manager's office, explained that we 
were executing a federal search warrant and requested a pass key. That was given to us and 
we then met the agents and technicians from the laboratory and went to the west end of the 
apartment complex, lower level. 


With the use of the pass key, we opened the locked apartment, which was observed from the 
outside with no illumination, announced ourselves as police officers with a search warrant 
and conducted a thorough search of the apartment, finding no-one. 
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Technicians Donahue and Kasbohm photographed the interior of the apartment, as well as 
making a scale diagram. Various items were seized in the apartment, relating to homosexual 
activities, written.description of homosexual activities, published books and various sexual 
type devices were taken into custody and retained by the FBI. 

We then cleared the apartment and left at approximately 1930 hours.

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On 10-27-89 1 received a call from STEVE MUND, the investigator in charge 
of the investigation of the kidnapping of JACOB WETTERLING in St. Joseph, 
MN. He asked that we check on a possible suspect in our area, LEE VAN 
TOLLEFSON, DOB 10-16-46. He Indicates that Lee Van Tollefson has been 
mentioned as a suspect. 

It seems as though Chicago Northwestern Railroad called to report that on 
Sunday, 10-22-89, they had received a faxed sick day request from Lee Van 
Tollefson indicating that he would not be coming to work because of a job 
related illness. These people from the railroad have tried continuously to 
contact him since the day that he reported in sick and have not been able 
to do so. 


Mr. Mund also requested that we check to see if there were any prior 
convictions for sex offenses in our area for this individual. 

I began by checking our files and found that Lee Van Tollefson had been 
involved in several sex related charges in this area. His record shows a 
disorderly conduct charge on 05-01-69. On 08-25-69 it shows another 
disorderly conduct charge and on 09-23-75 it shows probable cause, indecent 
liberties arrest. In checking the files on these, it appears that most of 
these were window peeking and exposure type offenses. There was one 
incident that occurred at Gage Center at the college in which Lee Van 
Tollefson was suspected of going into a coed’s room and threatening her 
with a knife and making sexual advances. 


On 10-27-89 I went to the Van Tollefson residence at the request of Steve 
Mund and interviewed Lee Van Tollefson. I initially told him that the 
railroad had called and they had not been able to contact him, therefore, 
they were concerned about him and had contacted an agency to check on him. 
He was very evasive, seemed quite uncomfortable with my presence and he 
indicated that he had been home all day and evidently his answering machine 
had not been working.

11-07-89 
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I reported back to Steve Mund as to my findings and he requested that I 
interview him further. 


I re-contacted Lee Tollefson by telephone and indicated that Sterns County 
had requested that I interview him. He asked me why I wanted to 
interview him and I indicated that they had had an incident on Sterns 
County on 10-22-89 and it was important that he establish his whereabouts 
on that date. He indicated to me that he had left for Bloomington, 

Illinois between 1700 and 1SOO hours that day. He was moving his new wife, 
ALPHENA up to Vernon Center and that they had gone to Bloomington, Illinois 
to obtain some of her personal belongings. This seemed to be supported by 
the fact that when I interviewed him at his residence initially he was 
unloading boxes out of the back end of his pickup truck into a storage shed 
on the property. 

I., later in the day, stopped at his residence to interview him further but 
he was not at home. I talked with a neighbor, who is a friend of mine, and 
he Indicated that he did realize that Lee Van Tollefson had recently gotten 
married and that his wife was from Bloomington, Illinois and that they had 
been in the moving process. 

On Saturday, 10-28-89, the neighbor called me again and said that he had 
seen a large moving van pull into the Tollefson residence and unload items 
of furniture and personal effects. This seems to support Lee Van 
Tollefson's claims that he was, in fact, moving from Bloomington, Illinois 
back to Vernon Center on the date in question.

On 10-26-89, Mille Lacs County Undersheriff Tom DeZiel and 
myself went to the residence of James Charles Jones, DOB: 3-25-50 
located at Rt 3 Box 164-AA, Milaca in Page Township, Mille Lacs 
County.

thing we were looking for was evidence pertaining to the abduction 
and nothing else would be seized. Jones then signed the form. 

The only item of interest in the search of vehicles and buildings 
was a rubber mask located in a shed behind the house. The mask . 

When I 
looked at the mask, Jones stated he had not used it for a long 
time. 

Jones is described as 5'9", 170 lbs., blue eyes, short light brown 
hair, short beard ( approx, one month growth). Jones had a ear¬ 
ring in his right ear. Jones does not wear eyeglasses. Jones 
is an admitted homosexual and when asked about the pornography 
being dropped near young boys he said he is careful not to leave 
that where someone young could get it.

Czech said he thoughi 
it would have been about 2200 as that was the normal time to be 
picked up. Czech said Jones seemed normal and was wearing light 
blue jeans and possibly a red plaid shirt and no jacket.

He looked inside the outhouse, but he 
did not find anything. While I walked with the person, he asked me not to laugh at him and 
stated "please" several times. I was able to keep a straight face throughout this occurrence. 

We finally walked back to the scene of the kidnapping and the person left after indicating he 
planned on checking further to the east. See Special Agent Ted Boran’s report. The persons 
was driving a vehicle with Minnesota licfcnse # 035-EI£.

As we were leaving the CHUM Center he pointed out his car which 
is a 1980 Chevrolet Malibu with Wisconsin license plates MG4748. The car is a brown four 
door and was parked at the rear of 216 North 2nd Avenue East. 

At headquarters we spoke with Greil in the Investigative Division Inspector’s Office. He 
provided a Wisconsin driver's license with photograph identifying him as Raymond William 
Greil, DOB/012132, of 110 South 2nd Street, Tomahawk, Wisconsin. Sgt.Moyle explained .to 
Greil he did not have to talk with us if he did not want to.and why we had contacted him 
that night. Greil said he would answer our questions. 

~-eil told us he was born in Tomahawk, WI and has lived in Ironwood, Michigan. He earns 
3 living as a trapper and collects social security benefits. He is divorced (past 20 
yrs) and has 11 children. The Chevrolet is the only vehicle he owns. 

When asked about his recent whereabouts, he said he had been in Tomahawk, WI and in Ironbelt 

WI until 110789. He had stayed in the Badger Motel in Ironbelt. He said Ironbelt is locat¬ 

ed about 7 miles west of Hurley, WI. He said he spent the night of 110789 in the basement 
of a church located south,o.'£ Stillwater, MN.

On November 10, 1989, at 14:00 I interviewed MARLENE 
MARIE GWOST, date of birth September 20, 1954. This interview 
took place at the Stearns County Sheriff's Department. 

Ms. GWOST came to the Sheriff's Department upon my request 
concerning a telephone conversation that I had with her. 

Ms. GWOST gave her address as 38914 County 186, Sauk 
Centre, Minnesota, telephone 612/352-2059. She indicated that 
she played for the Night Owls Orchestra and that she was playing 
at the DEL-WIN BALLROOM located in St. Joseph, Minnesota, 

October 22, 1989. She said that she and the rest of her 
orchestra played there from 1:00 to 4:00 p.m. She said that at 
the end of their performance they took about 15 minutes and sold 
tapes of their orchestra and that after they packed up and left 
it was between 5:10 or 5:15 p.m. She said at that time they 
drove approximately three quarters of a block to the TOM THUMB 
store and spent several minutes there. She said at the TOM THUMB 
store she realized that the time was between 5:10 and 5:20 p.m. 
because her husband had looked at his watch while they were there 
and he noted that it was 5:17 p.m. She said that she was with 
her husband, KEVIN GWOST, and another member of the band, 

Mr. STAN DERRING. She indicated that they were riding together 
in a dark blue Bronco with a white trailer and that all three of 
them were dressed in their stage costumes which consisted of 
black slacks, black vests, and white shirts. She said that she 
has discussed this matter at length with her husband and 
Mr. DERRING, and none of them can remember any specific vehicles 
that were in the parking lot of the TOM THUMB at the time, but 
that to her recollection, there may have been two vehicles at the 
gas pumps, maybe three vehicles in front of the TOM THUMB store 
itself and possibly one vehicle either pulling or leaving, but 
she can not remember descriptions of any of the vehicles. She 
said that the other band member and her husband could not 
remember descriptions of any of the vehicles either. She 
indicated that she bought chicken parts that were already cooked 
along with jo jo potatoes and onion rings, and that her husband 
bought donuts. She said while standing in line, in a toupee she 
saw approximately 12 feet behind her a man staring at her that 
looked extremely suspicious. She said that she looked a second 
time at him and he continued staring at her and did so for at 
least five to ten full minutes. She said that in fact his eyes

to be staring right through her and were completely fixed upon 
her.. She said that he stayed in the same position with his hands 
in his pockets for the entire time that they were in the store 
and that his very presence frightened her. She said that to her 
recollection he was dressed in a grayish or light brown jacket 
and that she cannot remember what kind of pants he had on. She 
said that she just cannot forget his staring eyes and the fact 
that he stood in the exact same spot for the whole time. She 
indicated that although Mr. DERRING did notice him, that in her 
subsequent conversations with him, he would be unable to identify 
him as much as she could. She did say that her husband did not 
see this individual, but that her husband was not in a position 
in the store at any time to see him. She described him as having 
broad shoulders, between 5’ 8" and 6' tall, and over 200 pounds. 
She indicated that he was a white male and that the one striking 
thing that she remembered is his piercing stare and the fact 
that you could see the whites of his eyes all the way around his 
pupils. 


She indicated that there were two young male clerks at 
the store at the time and that there was also a husband and wife 
in the store that possibly could be in their 60s. 

Ms. GWOST went on to be interviewed by an FBI sketch 
artist and was able to have him reproduce a sketch that she 
indicated looked like the man that she saw in the store on

Retterath is the 
owner of Fergus Locker, Highway 210 East. 

. °? 11-13-89 at approx. 0900 hours, I contacted the Abduction Task Force and passed 
this information on in further detail to S/A Terry Wylie. I also provided the phone 
number for Lovegrain Industrial Service, as this appeared to be the best source of infor- 
mation. I was later contacted by S/A Wylie and asked to interview Joseph Retterath in 
depth regarding any additional information he could provide on Becker. 

On 11-13-89 at approx. 1015 hours, I met with Retterath in his office at Fergus 
Locker regarding his report. The following is a summary of what Retterath could add 
as background information on Harold Becker. Retterath worked as a millwright in the 
^etro area for approximately eighteen (18) years. For a majority of that time, Harold 
Becker also worked as a millwright - often times on the same job or for the same company,

picnic in St. Paul. Retterath described Becker as looking very much like the composite 
but that the face appeared just a little long. Retterath believes Becker lived in a 
small town south of St. Paul but did not recall the name. Becker has been divirced for 
approximately six (6) years and one of the reason for the divorce, from what he has heard 
in the past, is Becker's involvement with young boys. Becker has two (2) children himself 
from that marriage but their names and ages are unknown. Retterath said that the talk at 
work was that at one time, Becker owned a gas station but that he was closed down because 
he had boys in the back room. Becker was later in trouble for being involved with boys 
again and at that time it was said to have been in the papers and it resulted in Becker 
being convicted and spending some time in jail or prison. During the time that Retterath 
worked with Becker, Becker owned a large boat which he kept on the Minnesota River and 
dry docked off of Cliff Road across from Unisys. This boat would be large enough for Becker 
to sleep in and he may have stayed there or had a young boy staying there for a time several 
years ago. Retterath said that Becker talked about it boat a lot and he got the idea that 
he spent a lot of time there. Becker also talked about young boys a lot and would comment 
about them sexually. Retterath recalled an instance when Becker mentioned a boy to whom he 
was a Big Brother to and how well hung the boy was. Becker made comments that gave Retterath 
the impression the boy was staying at his boat and that the boy had sex with a girl on the 
boat. Retterath said that he never thought much about what Becker had said and didn't take 

all that serious at the time but that after observing the composite in the papers and 

-ailing Becker and his past, he thought he should report it. 

In further questioning Retterath, he told me that Becker is approximately 5'-5" tall, 

of medium build and in his late fifty's. Becker never smoked but did chew tobacco, he 

drank but not to excess that he was aware of. Becker would commonly wear jeans and sweaters 
a lot and never wore a cap. Becker wore glasses at times and kept them on a chain around 
his neck. Becker talked in full sentences and appeared to be of average to above average 
intelligence. Becker's voice was described by Retterath as medium and as best he could 
recall, Becker always wore work boots with a white rubber type sole. Becker did not mention 
weapons or hunting to Retterath. Becker also wore turtle necks a lot. Once and a while 
Becker would grow a small gray mustache but not very often. Becker would also spend some 
time at a bar located on Highway #61 about a half mile south of Highway #494, Retterath 
did not recall the name of the bar. The last vehicle Retterath knew Becker to drive was a 
1975 Chevrolet pickup, red and white in color.

Deputy David Hoeschen, SCSD, had the dispatcher call this writer asking 
that I go to the Tom Thumb Superette located at Division St. and No. 2nd 
Ave. and interview the complainant who had a conversation with a customer 
about the composite drawings she had seen in the Minneapolis Star and 
Tribune in conjunction with the Jacob Wetterling abduction.

She advises further the guy was very 
talkative and really didn't cause any trouble in the store, even though she 
thought he was a little strange for being out all night and not doing 
anything important. 

I asked her if she could provide a clothing description of the person? She 
advised he was wearing an older looking hat, darker colored, and the coat 
was a brown or gray one. She described his hair as being sandy brown in 
color, and kind of thinning on the top. The person wasn't groomed very 
well. 

I a3ked her if anyone else had seen this guy? She said the Hostess Bakery 
Delivery Han also came in at the time he was at the store and he could 
probably identify him. 

I advised her that is sounded like she was identifying Sgt. Schocker, a 
male person the department is quite familar with, because he continually 
salutes people and is know to hang around the Tom Thumb stores and Food N 
Fuel, before he was kicked out of there. 

The other store employee that was working at the time this guy came into 
the 3tore is LAURA BRAGG who can be reached at 255-9093. I tried calling 
that number but was unable to get a hold of her. She hasn't been 
interviewed at this time. 

The COMPLAINANT can be reached at HOME: 251-3187 or WORK: 252-0850, and 
she works mostly midnight shifts from 2400-0800 hrs. 

I made arrangements to pick up a photograph lineup from the Task Force that 
included a picture of Schocker. Patrolman Theisen brought the display to 
her the following night. She said there is no one in this lineup that 
resembles the guy she saw that night. 

I was talking to Sgt. Arnold about this incident, and he indicated that he 
thinks the guy she is talking about is Schocker because he had 3 een 
Schocker going into the store the last time he was on midnight shifts, and 
that might coincide with this information. 
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I will forward this information to the Task Force and they 
the information if th^y deem it necessary.

INVESTIGATIVE FOLLOW-UP 


On 11/14/89, I discussed with Special Agent Al Garber a known 
pedophile with whom |)|Je had contact on May 3, 1984. This 
individual is DUNCAN EDWARD AKASON, DOB: 11/22/52, FBI # ; 
physical description 6'3", 250 lbs., blue eyes, Social Security 
AKASON lives with his mother, Joyce Margaret 
Akason, at 5zl7 Grandview Ln., Edina, MN. He drives a 1985 Dodge 
Caravan, black in color, MN license PKF 986. 

DUNCAN AKASON was the subject of a search warrant at his home on 
May 3, 1984, in which a controlled delivery was made of a lewd 
and obscene magazine titled "Superboy," which contains nude 
photographs of juvenile males which are in violation of Minnesota 
Statutes covering child pornography. At the time of the warrant, 
a number of commercial child pornography magazines and other 
objects were seized. This follow-up will also contain copies of 
reports pursuant to this case (BCA #84000320). 

It should be noted that AKASON has a conviction for sexual 
assault on a child on 09/28/70 in Lakewood, Colorado. He also 
claims to be a gunsmith and has made a number of purchases of 
weapons based on applications he has made with the Edina Police 
Department. 

On 11/14/89, I observed subject AKASON entering his home. I 
observed him to carry a walking cane and to have a slight limp. 

He had brown hair and is partially bald in the front. I estimate 
his weight at 260-270 lbs., an especially large lower torso, and 
a fat upper boddy. He had a full beard. 

In the afternoon hours, I meet with AKASON and he agreed to talk 
to me. He stated he was expecting to be contacted in regard to 
the WETTERLING case. He stated after pleading guilty to the 
Possession of Pornography charge in 1984, he served time in the 
workhouse and "underwent therapy for his problem" with Richard 
Seals, a therapist in Minneapolis. 

He stated he has been able to control his problem and avoids 
contacts with young males. I questioned him as to any contacts 
he might know of who might have knowledge of the WETTERLING boy. 
He stated his problem was a private problem and he did not know 
of any other individuals. I showed him the composite drawings 
which have been circulated and he was not able to give any 
direction to further investigation. 
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During my interview with AKASON, he seemed to be direct in all 
answers posed to him, however, he was obviously embarrassed by 
his previous behavior. I do feel he has a private side to him 
that he will not discuss. AKASON is presently unemployed and 
stated his hobbies still consist of gaming, which is 
sophisticated games such as Dungeons & Dragons in which they play 
out roles.

During the 
month of March 1984, SA's Gerber and Campion viewed the magazine at the U.S. Postal 
Inspectors office in St. Paul, and determined that the magazine was obscene as defined 
by Minnesota Statues.

Postal Inspectors and the Edina Police Department made a controlled delivery of the 
above magazine, and subsequently executed a search warrant at the residence of Duncan

1. On February 17, 1984, U.S. Customs Service in Chicago seized the magazine, "Superboy" 
which was addressed to Duncan E. Akason of Edina, Minnesota. The magazine was subse¬ 
quently turned over to the U.S. Postal Inspectors in St. Paul, Minnesota. 

2. A background investigation by SA's Campion and MacLean revealed that Duncan Edward 
Akason had a criminal record for child sexual assault in Lakewood, Colorado, in 1976. 
Duncan Akason plead guilty and received two years probation with the stipulation that 
he seek treatment. Akason successfully completed both his parole and treatment and 
Colorado expunged the criminal conviction. 

3. SA MacLean consulted with Edina Police Detective Donald Enger and the Edina City 
Attorney, Walter Gustafson, regarding the possibility of making a controlled delivery 
of the magazine and a subsequent search of the Akason residence. It was agreed that 
a search warrant should be obtained. 

4. On May 2, 1984, SA MacLean prepared a search warrant for the residence of Duncan 
Edward Akason, 5217 Grandview Lane, Edina, Minnesota. SA MacLean presented a copy of 
'he warrant to the Edina City Attorney, Walter Gustafson, for his consideration. 

5. On May 3, 1984, SA MacLean presented the search warrant to Hennepin County Court 
Judge John Sommerville for his signature. 
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6. On May 3, 1984, SA's MacLean and Shannon, acting in concert with the U.S. Postal 
Inspector Wilfred Moore, returned the magazine, "Superboy", to the normal mail to be 
delivered to Duncan E. Akason at 5217< ! £randview Lane, Edina, Minnesota. At approxi¬ 
mately 1:30 PM, U.S. Postal Carrier Kurt Brasch, delivered the magazine in the normal 
course of delivery, to the Akason residence mailbox, 5217 Grandview Lane, Edina, 
Minnesota. 


7. SA MacLean maintained surveillance on the Akason mailbox from 1:30 PM until approxi¬ 
mately 3:35 PM, May 3, 1984. Duncan E. Akason arrived at his residence at approximately 
3:35 PM on May 3, 1984, and took the mail from the mailbox, unlocked the front door and 
went inside the residence at 5217 Grandview Lane, Edina. 

8. At approximately 4:00 p.m., May 3, 1984, S/A MacLean and S/A Shannon presented 
Duncan E. Akason with the search warrant for his residence at 5217 Grandview Lane, 

Edina. Duncan Akason inquired what the warrant was about and then stated that he 
should have known since the material delivered on May 3, 1984, should have in fact 
been delivered in February of 1984. Mr. Akason was very cooperative during the 
course of the search. S/A Shannon interviewed Mr. Akason during the course of the 
search. The search was conducted by S/A MacLean and the abovementioned officers 
from the Edina Police Department. 

Q S/A MacLean and S/A Shannon with officers from the Edina Police Department seized 
eral containers of commercial child pornography.

3. At approximately 1:30 p.m., May 3, 1984, U.S. Post Office letter carrier 
Kurt Bracsh, under the direction of U.S. Postal Inspector Wilfred Moors, 
delivered to the Duncan E. Akason residence at 5217 Grandview Lane, Edina, 

a magazine entitled "Superboy". The magazine is lude and obscene as defined 
by Minnesota statutes covering child pornography. Mail carrier Brasch placed 
the magazine in the mailbox at the Akason residence. 

4. S/A MacLean maintained surveillance of the residence and mailbox from 
approximately 1:30 p.m., to 3:35 p.m.. May 3, 1984. At approximately 3:35 p.m., 
Duncan E. Akason arrived at his residence, collected his mail from the mailbox 
and let himself into his residence at 5217 Grandview Lane, Edina. 

5. At approximately 4:00 p.m., May 3, 1984, S/A MacLean and S/A Shannon in concert 
with the Edina Police Department executed the signed search warrant for the 
Akason residence. S/A MacLean and S/A Shannon confronted Duncan E. Akason with 
the original search warrant and explained that he was the focus of an investigation 
into child pornography. S/A MacLean gave Duncan Akason a copy of the search 
warrant. Edina Police Detective Donald Engers, Sgt. Michael Siitari, Officers 
Michael Nibbe and Tom Johnson entered the residence. 

6. Duncan Akason said that he should have known and there was a pause_ 

because, "what was delivered today should have been delivered in February, 1984". 
Akason asked if he could be allowed to show the officers where the magazine

Duncan Akason lead the officers to his basement bedroom. Akason disclosed to the 
officers the places where his collection of child pornography could be found.- 
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Duncan Akason is a trained gun smith and consequently many handguns were found 
in Duncan Akason's room. Duncan assisted officers in finding the weapons and 
pornography. The Edina Police Department ran computer checks for all the weapons 
found. 

7. S/A Shannon explained to Akason that he had a right to remain while the 
agents searched the residence. Akason chose instead to be interviewed by S/A 
Shannon in the upstairs area of the residence. See S/A Shannon's report. S/A 
Shannon read the Miranda warning to Duncan Akason. Sometime during the search 
at approximately 4:10 p.m., Mrs. Joyce Akason arrived at home. Joyce Akason 
is the mother of Duncan Akason. 

8. Edina Police Sergeant Michael Siitari photographed the Akason premesis both 
prior to and following the search. Sgt. Siitari photographed the items seized 
as well as the location from which the items were taken. Sgt. Siitari retained 
possession of the film. 

9. The search of the residence at 5217 Grandview Lane was concluded at approximately

He is employed there as a data entry 
worker and has been employed since October, 1979. His date of birth is

S/A MacLean seized that as 
part of the items seized. Akason also stated that he was into "gaming" which 
he usually does at the Tin Soldier located at Lake Street and Bryant in South 
Minneapolis. This is an adult game where they assume a character, for example 
in Dungeons and Dragons, and play out the role, usually with other adults or 
adolescents who are at the Tin Soldier. We then had a brief conversation with 
Mrs. Akason and told her that we would be contacting the Edina City Attorney and 
get back with them in refeence to what-was going to happen next. We departed the 
residence at 1725 hours and went to the Edina Police Department for a short 
debriefing.

I, Detective Michael E. Theis, was asked to check a Tim Klinkner (actual name A1) after it 
was reported that Klinkner may have been doing some digging and buried something in his back 
yard. It was reported by an annoymous person that the digging occured in October, 1989 and that 
Klinkner and a Jerry William Weber owned the farm property together. The location was indicated 
to be one half (i) mile North East of Gilman, Minnesota in Benton County. The anonymous person 
thought that Klinkner's first name was Tim, but it is actually A1. 

This request was made by Detectice Doug Pearce, Stearns County Sheriff's Department, who 
is a supervisor for the Wetterling Task Force* 

I checked the Benton County Case Files and learned that an annoymous person reported A1 
Klinkner for animal Neglect of sheep on 110789. (See Benton County Case File 89-722) The 
report indicates that Klinkner had "piles' 1 of dead-1 and decayed sheep in and out of their pen 
areas, and even some hanging in trees. The complaint indicated that the sheep were starving 
* 'eath from no food or Water.

of 2000 and 2200 hours SKROCH indicated that he could not recall. It should be noted 

that during the interview SKROCH appeared to have some type of learning disability. 
London did inquire into SKROCH 1 s prior educational background. SKROCH indicated that 
he had graduated high school and had completed approximately a year at the Brainerd 

Vocational Institute. SKROCH denied any person knowledge or involvement into the 
disappearance of JACOB WETTERLING. During the interview London did ask SKROCH what 

he felt may have happened to JACOB. SKROCH indicated that JACOB WETTERLING may have 
been shipped out of the country to be used in porno films. Unsolicited SKROCH went 
on to say "I shouldn't say this but maybe he's not alive now". It should be noted 
London attempted to compare physical characteristics of SKROCH to that of the 

physical characteristics included on the composite drawings with which Duma supplied 
London. SKROCH is described as a tall male individual, slim build, appearing to be 

in his late 20's with dark brown hair, dark eyes and wearing glasses. One of those 

composite drawings supplied by Duma to London did depict an individual matching similiar 
physical characteristics of SKROCH. That composite drawing did not have a number, 

however, that drawing will be included in SKROCH's case file.

I informed him why I wished to speak with 
him and he stated that he was not aware of a Jacob Wetterling nor has he any connections 
with the St. Cloud area. His only connections with the state of Minnesota is when he vis¬ 
its his parents in Cannon Falls and by the way he described how he got there, he would not 
go by St. Cloud. The vehicles he owns are a '73 Ply Valarie, '78 Olds Delta "88, '73 Chry 
Lebaron and a '84 *§ ton Ford. The Ply is'-yellowish in color, the Olds is Reddish-maroon, 
the Chrysler is dark blue and the Ford truck is maroon and white. Mr. Hart further told 
that he is recently divorced and that he only has the Chrysler and Ford truck.

Ms. BRUNETTE further indicated to me that she was aware

for the rest of the weekend. 

I asked her to describe DUANE and to tell me why she 
divorced him and she said that he was an extremely clever 
manipulator.

She went on to say that she has had a recent 
conversation with DUANE CORNWELL'S present wife, who is in the 
process of divorcing her.

On November 29, 1989, at approximately 7:30 a.m. I met 
with Special Agent (SA) AL GARBER and Bureau of Criminal 
Apprehension (BCA) Agent SIGAFOOS. SA GARBER indicated that it 
was appropriate for Agent SIGAFOOS and myself to go to the 
address of 9514 Crestview Drive in St. Joseph, Minnesota, and 
attempt to interview an individual who had been acting in a 
peculiar manner by the name of DUANE KORNWELL. SA GARBER 
indicated that this individual was under surveillance at that 
time by Stearns County Deputy Sheriffs and that it was a 
possibility that this individual may in fact be transported to a 
hospital by these deputies for a 72 hour emergency hold. SA 
GARBER_indicated that this individual had been talking 
extensively through the night to various officers concerning the 
JACOB WETTERLING kidnapping. 

At approximately 9:05 on November 29, 1989, Agent 
SIGAFOOS and myself went to the above stated residence and 
entered the home. We observed the fact that there were three 
uniformed officers in the residence at the time, including 
Lieutenant CHARLES BINGHAM, Deputy DAVE HESSIONS, and Deputy 
DAVE LEE. At that particular time I observed Mr. KORNWELL 
yelling and screaming at the officers and it was apparent that 
this individual was in a crisis situation. Mr. KORNWELL ran into 
a front upstairs bedroom and slammed the door, and for several 
minutes, was warning officers not to enter. 

At approximately 9:30 a.m., Mr. KORNWELL came out of 
the room after officers pushed the door open and escorted him to 
the threshold. At that time I indicated to Mr. KORNWELL that it 
was appropriate that I speak to him concerning what he was going 
through and he indicated that he would be glad to do that. I sat 
in the front living room with Mr. KORNWELL and indicated to him 
that he was apparently going through a crises and that it was 
appropriate that we explain to him what might happen as far as 
either going to the hospital or getting some assistance. 

Mr. KORNWELL, as various times during this conversation, became 
extremely hostile and had severe mood swings. It took me several 
minutes to calm Mr. KORNWELL and explain the system to him. At 
approximately 10:00 Agent SIGAFOOS began talking to Mr. KORNWELL 
about his alibis of October 22, 1989. Mr. KORNWELL gave a 
detailed account of where he was that day, but changed his story 
on several occasions (please see Detective SIGAFOOS' report). 





At approximately 10:15 a.m. through 10:35 a.m. I talked 
to Mr. KORNWELL about his possible involvement in the kidnapping 
of JACOB WETTERLING. At 10:35 a.m. he looked up his eyes went 
directly into mine and he indicated "Okay, I took the boy". At 
that time I said what boy and he said "JACOB". At that time 
Agent SIGAFOOS approached Mr. KORNWELL and read him his rights 
per miranda from a card that he had in his pocket. 

At approximately 10:45 a.m. I asked Mr. KORNWELL if he 
wished to come to the Sheriff's Department and talk to me at 
length about this matter and he said that he would like to. 

At approximately 10:57 a.m. I, along with Agent 
SIGAFOOS, entered an interview room with Mr. KORNWELL and I 
interviewed this individual for approximately one hour. This 
interview was video recorded and during this interview 
Mr. KORNWELL, on several occasions, admitted that he had taken 
this boy and that he had killed him and that on one occasion he 
said that he had buried the boy in his dog kennel by his 
residence. Towards the end of this interview it became apparent 
that Mr. KORNWELL was either holding back details of the 
kidnapping or simply did not know what the individual details of 
the kidnapping were. He became somewhat irrational on several 
occasions during this interview and at the end of this interview 
I indicated to him that it was appropriate for him to be 
escorted to the hospital where he might get some assistance. 

At the end of this interview Stearns County Deputies 
transported this individual to the St. Cloud Medical Center for 
treatment.

He further stated that 
there iere two (2) persons in the lobby with the boy and one (1) person later 
came out of the apartment complex and left with'the boy and the other two (2) 
adult males. Daniel claimed that when he got in his car, it "dawned on him" 
that the person in the lobby was Jacob.

S.A. Dougherty and I, Michael Theis, interviewed Thomas Gustafson in my squad car and out-: 
side of Prom's Auto SAles. 

Thomas Gustafson immediately became defensive when he was advised why we wanted to talk with 
him.^ He said he was going to sue for harassment and was going to talk with his attorney. He 
mentioned that he already talked with an attorney about being accused. His attorney told him 
that it was o.k. to talk with him, but that if he was being accused then this would be another 
matter. He mentioned that he should be either charged or left alone. I advised him that he 
didn't have to talk with us if he didn't want to. He stated that he didn't mind talking, but 
didn't want to be accused. 

Thomas complained that the F.B.I. was already over at his house and talked to his wife, 

June Gustafson. He claimed that the F.B.I. pulled his 15year old daughter out of school and 
talked to her. He further stated that a Tom Kritzeck already talked to him on the phone about 
the Wetterling case. He explained to Kritzeck that he was with a Joe Prom, owner of Prom's 
A o Sales and Prom's Auto Wrecking, on 102289 during the evening hours. He thinks that the 
Joseph Police Department may have already talked to Joe Prom. 

Thomas complained that he was informed that he was a suspect because of a past D.W.I. He 
found it hard to believe that someone with a past D.W.I. conviction would be considered a sus¬ 
pect in the Wetterling abduction. I advised him that he resembled the composite. 

Thomas said that he had no problem talking to us if we had any more questions. He asked 
that we come directly to him if we needed to know anything. He didn't have any problem with 
me contacting Joe Prom to verify his (Thomas') alibi on 102289, but believes that the ST. Joseph 
Police already did this. (Joe Prom home phone # 363-7773) 

Thomas said that he works from 8:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. at Prom's Auto SAles and he could 
be contacted during those hours if we wanted to talk with him again.

Always 
has his 13 yr old son or his 20 year old son in-law with him. 
Either or, or both. I then showed him a calendar & explained 
& pointed out to him which day I was concerned with. When he 
learned it was a Sunday he was sure he was at home.

At 1245 hours on this date I received a memo dictated by Park 
Police Officer Scott Pufahl regarding a person matching the 
Avon, Minnesota suspect in the Witterling case. 

This person first came to the attention of Officer Pufahl 
when he was working off duty at a Hennepin County Work 
Readiness Program in the Flower Exchange Building located on 
4th Ave and 3rd Street in Mpls. A person in the building told 
Scott that the individual matched the drawing of the 
Witterling suspect. Officer Pufahl then, with the assistance 
of Officer Bottema of the Mpls Police Homicide/Robbery 
Division, approached the individual and made a determination 
that there was a close similarity in appearance. 

The suspect was Ided by Hennepin County- ID as KIRK MILTON 
P HILLIP S , 5-11-50. He verbally stated that he is staying at 
7TH West Lake Street in apt 104 , 822-3152 and claims to have 
arrived in this area six months ago from 331 No. Gilbert in 
Iowa City, Iowa. Officer Pufahl described him as white male, 
6-1, 246 lbs, bald receding gray straight hair and a somewhat 
lazy eye, possibly his left. The suspect stated that he did 
not drive and had no DL. 

When Officer Pufahl first approached the suspect he said, 

"You look like the guy on the poster in ah...." As Pufahl 
paused, the suspect said "Jacob Wetterling." The suspect 
said he had seen the posters in bus shelters. 

After receiving this information I called Officer Pufahl and 
learned that he had already checked for a Minneapolis 
Criminal history and found none. I volunteered to check 
Hennepin and Ramsey Counties for criminal histories as well 
as Johnson County in Iowa City. I checked all these and 
found no history but learned that the Iowa City address was 
that of an Emergency Housing Project. 

Officer Pufahl stated that the suspect appeared to try to 
avoid eye contact with himself and that once approached 
he appeared timid and was neither defiant nor hostile. 
Officer Bottema stated that the suspect has the demeanor of 
pedephile which to him includes dreamy eyes.

At the above time and date, I received a telephone message from the Hennepin County 
Sheriff's Dispatcher, to contact Stearns County Sheriff Charles Grafft, St. Cloud, as 
soon as possible. 

I contacted Sheriff Grafft by telephone and he informed roe that an unidentified body 
of a 10-12 year old -white male had been recovered at the Ford Dam, Mississippi River, 
St. Paul side. He further ■ stated that the body was severely mutilated and 
identification may be difficult. He asked if I would proceed to the Ramsey County 
morgue, as a member of the Stearns County Task Force, and attempt to assist in the 
identification of the torso. His intention was to possibly effect the identification 
either the torso was that of Jacob Wetterling or someone else. 

I was at the scene of a major investigation at the time of the call and after making 
the necessary assignments to crime laboratory personnel, I then proceeded to St. Paul, 
arriving at the Ramsey County morgue at 1725 hours. 

I met with Dr. Michael McGe e, Ramsey County Medical Examiner, Sgt. James Charmoli, St. 
Paul Homicide Division, Special Agent FBI Eric Odegard, Stearns County Sheriff's 
Detectives Dough Pierce and Steve Mund. We observed a torso of a white male lying on 
an autopsy table. The torso was totally nude. The entire head was severed from the 
>rso, the forearms, both left and right, below the elbows and the lower legs below the 
ft.nees. The right foot had been recovered along with the torso. The upper torso was 
opened and appeared to have been cut prior to death, similar to that of an autopsy. 

X-rays and birth records of Jacob Wetterling were brought to the morgue by Detective 
Mund. After reviewing the x-rays, Dr. McGee stated he could not make an identification 
at this time. The body then was placed back in the freezer and identification attempts 
would be resumed the following day. 

I reviewed inked impressions of birth records of Jacob Wetterling and stated that 
without additional equipment, identification could not be made of the foot. 

At 1755 hours, I contacted Sheriff Grafft and informed him of our findings at this 
point. 

At 1813 hours, we left as a group from the Medical Examiner's office and proceeded to 
the St. Paul Police Department, Homicide Division, for a conference as to what.direction 
the investigation would take. We arrived at 1820 hours and met with Sgt. Daniel D. 
Harshman, Acting Commander, Homicide Division, City of St. Paul. Also present was 
Supervisory Special Agent A1 Garber, who is the task force supervisor for the Stearns 
County investigation. 

At 1945 hours, after the discussion mentioned above, we left for the evening. 1 then 
left with the Stearns County Detectives for a briefing in Hennepin County with Inspector 
Postle and Special Agent Odegard. The meeting lasted until 2250 hours, at which time 
cleared and returned to the crime laboratory on another assignment.

"I think Jacob's out there." He said that Jacob was in the hay barn "towards 
the other end". He claimed that Jacob was still alive. I asked him why he 
thought that and he said, "FEELINGS". James Jr. did not have a vision. James JR 
insisted that Jacob Wetterling was in the hay loft. I asked him if he was will¬ 
ing to show me where Jacob Wetterling was at in the hay loft and he agreed. 

I drove James Jr. to his father's residence. Prior to arriving, I had the 
Benton County Sheriff's Department Dispatcher call the James Sr. Residence and 
ask permission from Art Grove for us to check the hay loft. Art Grove gave me 
permission to check the hay loft. After we arrived at the scene I followed 
James Jr. in the barn and then in the hay loft. He walked around the hay loft 
without saying anything. I then followed James Jr. back to the squad car. Ther 
was not any sign of Jacob Wetterling. We then left. 

I asked James Jr. how he was feeling now and he expressed disapointment 
because Jacob was not in the hay loft. He said he had a "feeling". He then 
stated, "I THINK I'M PSYCHIC". I responded, "Why is that?" He then stated 
because one time a girl was"being drowned and I felt it". I then informed him 
that he should go to the mental health center for help. He indicated that he 
might do that. He claimed that his psychic powers tells him that "JACOB IS 
AROUND SOMEWHERE". 

I informed James Jr. that his kidnapping complaint would not be investigate 
any further as it didn't occur. He indicated that he was in agreement by noddir 
his head in a positive manner. I encouraged James to go to the mental health 
center immediately so that he could get some help. I dropped James Jr. off by 
C^borns Store in Sauk Rapids.at his request.

At the above. time and date. Crime Lab Technician Gerard Donahue and I proceeded to the Ft. 
Snelling National Cemetery. The cemetery is located in southeastern Hennepin County. It 
is bordered by 34th Avenue South to the west, with Post Road starting at the northwest 
corner and continuing around to the southeast corner. 1-494 borders the cemetery on the 
south. 


We stopped at the Administration Office and informed them of our request to search on 
Monday, April 16, 1990. They stated they had also had telephone conversations with Mr. 

Joyal and were aware of our request. 

Two supervisors from the Ft. Snelling ground crew took us to the dump area and showed us 
other areas of the cemetery. The southeast section of the cemetery contains a large wooded 
area, approximately 1/4 of a mile wide, east to west, and about 1/2 mile north/south. 
There is a chain link fence surrounding the perimeter of the cemetery. 

On the east side of the cemetery, Minneapolis Public Works Department maintains a landfill 
dump on a contract with the Veterans Administration. This area is open from 0700 to 1530 
hours for public works employees only. In the middle of the wooded area is a water 
spillway which runs to the east to property located between the cemetery and Post Road, 
which subsequently flows into the Minnesota River. 

, xoyees stated to us that in the past two weeks, they observed a white male in his 30's, 
medium height, black hair and moustache, wearing a blue jeans jacket and jeans, walking 
in the wooded area. They could never get close enough to identify this person. 

At about 1150 hours, while checking the wooded area, we observed this white male walking- 
w ^hin the woods. We stopped this person and found out that he was an employee of Control 
Data, located across from the cemetery on 34th Avenue South. He was identified as George 
James Dohman, white male, DOB 3-11-51, 247 E. Hurly, W. St. Paul, Minnesota, 457-1506 (h), 
853-3144 (w). He is employed by Control Data as a Data Technician. Control Data’s 
address is 8100 34th Avenue South, P.0. Box 0, Minneapolis, MN 55440-4700. Mr. Dohman 
stated that he was raised on a farm and he liked to take walks in the woods during his 
lunch break. He was informed that he was trespassing on government property and if he 
wished to continue, he would have to obtain permission from the VA office. 

Later I met with Mr. William D. Napton, Director of the Ft. Snelling National Cemetery. 

I informed him of the pending search and that we had located his mystery man within the 
wooded area. He also stated that he had spoken with Mr. Joyal in Rhode Island. 

We then left the cemetery and returned to the crime laboratory.

The following report is in reference to a agency assist requested 
by Special Agent Eric Odegaard, of the F.B.I., reference the 
JACOB WETTERLING abduction which occurred in St. Joseph Town¬ 
ship during the evening hours of the 22nd of October, 1989. 

Beginning of report; 

During the afternoon hours of Monday the 14th of May, 1990, 
Special Agent Eric Odegaard of the F.B.I. came to the Sheriff's 
Department in Sherburne County to request writer's assistance 
m locating a potential suspect in the Wetterling abduction. 

The potential suspect was ascertained to.be Tony Rav Sarsland. 

d.o.b. 09/01/47 of 13501 190th Avenue N.W., Elk River, MR-‘ 

55330, home phone #441-6239. 

From information received in the lead regarding the Wetterling 
abduction on 03/27/90 a former police officer of the Beloit, 
Wisconsin Police' Department, Perry Edge, was now an instructor 
at the Black Hawk Technical College in Wisconsin, telephonically 
contacted the Milwaukee Division of the F.B.I. and stated 
that a artist conception looked identical to a Tony R. Sarsland, 
a white male, d.o.b. 09/01/47. Apparently Edge advised that 
several years ago Sarsland was a youth hockey coach and had 
sexually assaulted one of his hockey players. Edge went onto 
state that subsequent to that assault, Sarsland moved from 
Wisconsin to Elk River, Minnesota. Edge advised that the 
sexual assault was reported to the Beloit, Wisconsin Police 
Department. 

It should further be noted that on 03/28/90 a Milwaukee F.B.I. 
agent contacted the Beloit, Wisconsin Police Department for 
more information concerning a sexual assault involving Tony 
R. Sarsland. It should be noted that there was no record 
with the Beloit Police Department regarding this case whatsoever. 

Subsequently the Milwaukee Bureau of the F.B.I. contacted 
the Minneapolis Division of the F.B.I. to locate and interview 
Sarsland concerning his whereabouts on 10/22/89 and 
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his knowledge and/or involvement in the Jacob Wetterling abduc¬ 
tion case. 

Therefore, Special Agent Eric Odegaard was assigned this case 
and came to the Sherburne County Sheriff's Office on the 14th 
of May 1990 to request writer's assistance in locating Sarsland 
for the interview. 

It should be noted that we proceeded to Tony Ray Sarsland's 
home address which writer located in the Elk River phone directory, 
the address being 13501 190th Ave. N.W., Elk River, MN; phone 
#441-6239. We arrived there at approximately 1428 p.m. on 
05/14/90. At that time we found no one home. Since Agent 
Odegaard had to leave he left the lead with writer who made 
contact with Mrs. Sarsland at approximately 1630 hours p.m. 
at which time she stated that her husband would be home, she 
believed, at approximately 1800 p.m. on the 14th of May 1990. 

I left my name and phone number for her to give to her husband 
upon his arrival home so that he could return my call. 

It should be noted that at approximately 1810 p.m. Mr. Sarsland 
did return writer's phone call and writer proceeded to the 
Sarsland residence arriving there at approximately 1900 hours 
p.m. at which time I was met by Tony Ray Sarsland. At that 
time I identified myself as being an investigator with the 
Sherburne County Sheriff's Office and explained my reason 
for being at his residence. He stated that he used to teach 
youth hockey at a school in Beloit, Wisconsin. He stated 
that Perry Edge was a juvenile officer at the school at the 
time. He stated that he has no idea where Perry Edge got 
the information that he had sexually abused this student or 
hockey player. He said that it simply is not true. 

It should be noted that upon checking with Beloit, Wisconsin 
Police Department it was noted that there was no record of 
this ever occurring. 

As far as Mr. Sarsland being a match for the composite, that 

is open for debate. When asked where Mr. Sarsland may have 

been on the evening of the 22nd of October 1989, he indicated 

that he could not remember. He stated that he most definitely 

was not involved in the Wetterling abduction case, he stated 

that he is a family person and teaches hockey for the Elk 

River School District and he has been with the Elk River School Dist. 

for quite sometime and that he no way was involved in the 

abduction of Jacob Wetterling. It should be noted that he 

did in fact have a Dodge van, gray in color, 1977 model. Upon 

checking the van the tires do not match the tires left at 

the scene of the abduction. 

Before leaving the Sarsland residence, Mr. Sarsland indicated 
that a officer with the Beloit Police Department could be 
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the officers name was Ed Polglaze, of the Beloit, Wisconsin 
Police Department. Mr. Sarsland stated that if need be, Mr. 
Polglaze could be contacted regarding Mr. Sarsland's character. 

Prior to leaving the Sarsland residence I left my business 
card in an attempt to ascertain any additional information 
Mr. Sarsland may have at a later time or date. Upon clearing 
the Sarsland residence it should be noted that writer ran 
a criminal history check and found that Mr. Sarsland does 
not have any criminal history whatsoever. 

At approximately 1115 hours a.m. on Tuesday the 15th of May, 

1990, writer received a telephone call at his office from 
Mr. Tony Sarsland. At that time Mr. Sarsland stated that 
upon leaving his residence on the prior evening, he and his 
wife sat down with their calendar and were able to ascertain 
that Mr. Sarsland was at home during the evening hours of 
Sunday, the 22nd of October, 1989. He stated that they were 
at home watching television and that his wife would be able 
to confirm his alibi. 

In closing, writer feels confident in stating that he does 
not believe Mr. Tony R. Sarsland is involved in the Wetterling 
abduction. The reason for basing this is simply lack of evidence.

I received a telephone call at my residence from Dispatcher Bodeen. 
She stated that a teletype had been received at our office from 
Stearns County regarding the Jacob Wetterling obduction. The 
teletype, which is attached, stated that LuAnn Sager, of Staples, had 
found a note at a trailer in Oylen. The note stated that Jacob was 
supposed to go to the white church. 

I went to Ms Sager's residence with Officer Johnson of the Staples 
Police Dept. Ms Sager stated that she and her boyfriend had gone to a 
trailer in Oylen to drop off a canoe and she found the note at the 
northeast corner of the trailer. The note was held down by a Hardee's 
cup and a rock. The note was addressed to Jacob and stated that they 
were still looking for him and that he should go to the white church. 
I asked Ms Sager if she would accompany me to Oylen and show me the 
note. She and I then went to Oylen and drove to a trailer, which is 
located to the east of the Missionary Alliance Church. The trailer is 
owned by her boyfriend. At the northeast corner of the trailer, Ms 
Sager showed me the note. The note stated, Jacob, we are looking for 
you, come to the white church, we are waiting for you. I photographed 
the note and we went to speak to Mike Dahlvang, who lives just to the 
south of this trailer. We brought Mike back to the note and, after he 
viewed the note, he stated that a physique had been there and he 
believed that the physique had stayed overnight at the Missionary 
Alliance Pastor's residence. He stated that the note was left because 
she felt that Jacob was in the area. 

We then went to the Martin Eastman residence and spoke with Martin 
Eastman and Arlene Eastman. They stated that chief Deputy Steve Young 
and Jean Birch from the Sheriff's Office had come with a female who 
they believed was named LuAnn. This female was a physique and made a 
search of the area in hopes of finding Jacob Wetterling. She left 
with Chief Deputy Young and returned later in the afternoon alone. 
She searched the area again and left three notes. One was left at the 
northeast corner of the trailer, one was left at the church and one 
was left at the tabernacle. All three of these buildings are within a 
close proximity of Martin Eastman's residence. He stated that she was 
with them until late evening and left. Two of the notes have been 
destroyed and the note which was shown to me by LuAnn Sager is 
attached to this report. 

After speaking to Mike Dahlvang, I had the dispatcher phone the 
Stearns County Sheriff's Office with the information we had been given 
regarding the physique. They requested that I collect the note as 
evidence and send it to them with a copy of my report. 

While talking with Martin Eastman, he stated that approximately one 
week ago he had smelled an odd smell in the ditch adjacent to the 
church property. He and I walked this area on either side of County 
Road 29 and back towards his residence. We could find nothing that 
would have been the source of the smell that he had noticed. We did 
not smell anything out of the ordinary.

SGT. MIKE MOYLE of our department on 08 July 1990. 


Mr. Sailor was cooperative, and did provide Sgt. Moyle with a photograph of himself 
and the Amsoil company Suburban that he uses when traveling on business. Mr. Sailor 
said that he had not been in the St. Cloud area in well over a year, and could offer 
no reason why someone would consider him a suspect in the WETTERLING abduction. 


On 05 June 1990 I interviewed the informant PETER MARTIN BORGREN d.o.b. 011423. 
Borgren could not give me specific information that led to his belief Sailor was 
involved in the Wetterling abduction. 


Borgren indicated to me that he felt Sailor was a mean, cruel person capable of 
committing such an act. It was also Borgren's understanding that Sailor traveled to 
the St. Cloud area several times a month, and uses a van similar to the one reported 
involved in the abduction. 


Borgren denied having specific knowledge of any statements made by Sailor indicating 
he had committed a murder. 


Borgren had been employed by the Amsoil company, and feels Sailor is responsible 
for his dismissal from the company. Borgrens only contact with Sailor has been 
thru his employment at Amsoil. 

Borgren seemed sincere, and was not being mischievous or devious in making his report 
to you. However, Mr. Borgren may see things with a different perception than does 
main stream America. As an example, during our conversation, Borgren confided to me 
that he is the true inventor of the Stealth fighter, and is contemplating a legal 
action against the U.S. for patent rights. 

This report of Sailor being a possible suspect in the Wetterling abduction appears to 
be unfounded, and without merit.

Stat. §609.79. I have enclosed with this letter a copy of Judge Giancola's 
sentence. 


Judy Mumbleau of Sherburne County Social Services will monitor Mr. Roberts' pro¬ 
bation in Sherburne County. She can be reached at 241-2770. Since Mr. Roberts 
is a Hennepin County resident. Judge Giancola ordered him to meet with an intake 
worker at the Hennepin County Social Services Adult Mental Division and follow 
any and all recommendations made as a result of that interview. The findings of 
Hennepin County should be forwarded to Judy Mumbleau, c/o Sherburne County 
Probation Services, 13880 Highway 10 West, Elk River, MN 55330. Judge Giancola 
ordered Mr. Roberts to abide by any recommendations which may result from an 
interview with Hennepin County Social Services/Adult Mental Health Division. 

Briefly I will provide you a background of Mr. Roberts' situation. \He plead 
guilty to the crime of Making Harassing Telephone Calls to Vern Iverson of 
Elk River, MN. Mr. Iverson was formerly a Board of Director with the SJacob 
Wetter!i n g_ Foun da t i qn- . —Hr. Roberts is a financial contributor and a volunteer 
* or n 3me F° un dation. Mr. Roberts has informed me that he has contributed 
over $2,000.00 in cash and donated countless hours to the Foundation in support 
of the search of Jacob Wetterling and other missing children. Mr. Roberts has 
also informed me that he is not satisfied with the way the Foundation's resources 
are expended in connection with missing children. This has resulted in criminal 
problems for Mr. Roberts both in Stearns County and now Sherburne County. In 
April, 1992, Mr. Roberts was convicted of a similar offense for making repeated 
phone calls to the Foundation's 800 Line. Mr. Roberts has consistently Informed 
me nis purpose is not to harass the Foundation or its members, but rather to 
seek answers about how the Foundation's resources are expended not only for

Jacob Wetterling, but for other missing children. He has informed me that he 
has not received any response to his various inquiries. There is nothing that 
has been threatening or vindictive in any of Mr. Roberts' calls in the Sherburne 
County or Stearns County cases. However, Mr. Roberts is firm in his conviction 
that the Jacob Wetterling Foundation has not appropriately expended resources or 
at least the Foundation has not satisfied his serious concerns about the expen¬ 
diture of Foundation money based upon his numerous inquiries. 

It was the concern of Judge Giancola and Probation Services in Sherburne County 
that somebody meet with Mr. Roberts about his telephone activities, the extent 
and nature of them, and the frequency of his calls. If there are any recommen¬ 
dations that result from Mr. Roberts' intake interview with you, Sherburne 
county Probation Services should be appropriately informed. Mr. Roberts has 
three weeks from the date of sentencing to make his appointment and actually 
meet with Hennepin County Social Services. 

Should you have further questions about this matter, please feel free to contact 
me. For your convenience I have also enclosed a copy of the Sentencing 
transcript from Stearns County together with a Probation Revocation for that 
same offense.

In 1990, while touring out west on a motorcyle, I heard 
a radio report that Jacob Wetterling had been seen in Illinois. 

After returning home, I decided to try to locate him since 
he was seen in the midwest. He seemed to be in the Normal, Ill. 
area. Just northeast of Normal, in Towanda Township, at section 
#18. I then gave a map of the U.S. to a friend, that I had taught 
how to locate people. I told him to start at St.Joseph, MN. 
and who we were trying to locate and why. An hour later, I 
checked with him. He said " he appears to be in the Normal Ill. 
area." I agreed. Then he said "We may have talked about this 
before." He was right. I then told him that we hadn't discussed 
this and gave him a map of Towanda Township. I had received 
the map in the mail that day. After about an hour, I checked 
with him again. When I asked " Where is he?" This time he said 
"I'm not sure, section 18 or 19." 

We enlarged that section of the map and pinpointed the 
location on section #18. 

Previously, I had tracked Jacob's movements from the Normal 
area to Salt Lake City, UT. on a regular basis. When he stopped 
at reststop near Iowa City, called the Tiffen reststop on I- 
80. I went there to see if I was right. The best that I could 
tell, he was in a large orange semi-truck. Sneider was the logo. 
The driver was about 5'8-5'10, 165 lbs., blonde hair and 30- 
35 yrs. of age. Whether this matches the description of the 
man he was seen in Illinois , I have no idea. I only heard a 
partial news report. I never saw Jacob, but he was in the truck 

I am sure. I think that you will find that the man that rented 

section #18 at that time, drove for Sneider. 

I went to Normal, Ill. looking for section #18. Jacob was 
enroute back from Salt Lake, City at the time. I promptly got 
lost in the country. I didn't realize, until that time, what 
little relation a section map had to a road map. I was close, 
but knew better than to ask any questions, being a stranger^ 
in the area. I think I located section #18, with a small brick 
house on it, ranch style. Jacob and his captor seemed to be 
between the Quad Cities and Normal, heading for me at that time. 

The weather was turning bad so I headed for home. 

Once there, I wrote to Jacob's father,at his office, 
explaining what I had done and where I thought he was. I never 
received an answer, which is understandable. Most people have 
no idea that this type of thing is possible. I taught another 
co-worker how to do it. She located an old friend, pi act 
outside of Oklahoma City. When she called him, he 
she had found him. She told him and he said "That'£ weirdf"" 



It is . No one has ever been able to explain how it works. Her 
name is Cheryl Myers, a respiratory therapist at the VA Medical 
Center, as am I and my friend, Clark Yoder. 

Clark and myself contacted a psychic, Beverly Jaeger of 
St.Louis, to ask what she thought about this. We had purchased 
dowsing supplies from her company in the past. She referred 
us to the head of the "PSI Squad." When we told our story to 
this lady, she said "That was a mistake, wasn't it?" refering 
to writing the letter. "Some-one close to the to the father 
is involved in the kidnapping." That, I had realized on my own 
since Jacob was moved to Burlington, CO. shortly after sending 
the letter to Dr.Wetterling. Discouraged, I just occasionally 
kept track of Jacob over the next several years. From Burlington 
to the area of Spotted Horse,WY., then to Missoula, MT.. When 
he was moved back to Minnesota in the summer of 1992, I decided 
to get specific again. 

The best I could tell, he is being held in northern MN., 
near ROSS, MN. I obtain^d-a- section. map of ROSS and sent it 
to MaryLou DeMille, th e other ps ychic .'"for confirmation. A 
portion of her reply is included^fiT’the material I am sending 
you. She thinks that the person Jacob is with, was once very 
close to the father. Having an "Uncle" status in the family, 
at one time. Also, that he "cares" for his captive. Upon receipt 
of her response to the letter, I "located" Jacob in section 
two of the map, the northeast corner, owned by Gary D. Would. 

He appears to be moved frequently from one Would property to 
the next, frequently. On 07/05/93 Jacob appears to have spent 
the night at section three, another Gary D. Would property. 

I called MaryLou a few months ago, to ask her what she 
thought about another matter. A kidnapping of three women from 
Springfield, MO. in 1992, on Memorial Day weekend. I told her 
what I had done concerning that. She said that explained a lot 
of "visions" that her group of psychics had been having. We 
talked over the months and finally met a month ago. A very 
interesting lady. 

She has encouraged me," to come out of the closet" so to 
speak. As she says, give the authorities what you have and let 
them do what they will with it. 

Having worked for the government for many years, I see 
this going into the "circular file." I have no "proof" of 
anything that I have related. To the best of my knowledge it 
is all true.The names, addresses and phone numbers of the various 
people mentioned are listed below. Thank you for your time and

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They informed us that Louis Kohls’s father, was believed to be a suicide 
victim many years ago. Due to statements made by Louis Kohis recently, they 
thought Louis may have something to do with his father’s demise. A couple 
nights prior to the 25th/ they had confronted him about some things he had 
been saying concerning his father’s death and he retracted his prior 
statements. He had been making statements about him finding his father and 
beating on him for 20 minutes after finding him. 

Diane Muehlbaue r informed me that this information had previously been 
pplied to Daniel Neu of this Department. 

I did speak to Det. Neu about this and he informed me that the matter 
had been thoroughly investigated and it was determined that Louis Kohis had 
not been present during his father’s suicide. This suicide would have 
occurred in the state of Wisconsin. 

B everly Hinnenkam p provided me with a tape labeled Threat. This 
contained a tape recorded conversation of Louis Kohls making threats towards 
Beverly Hinnenkamp■ 

Beverly Hinnenkamp informed me that this same tape also contained an 
interview she had conducted of Louis Kohls in regards to a suspect in the 
Jacob Wetteriing case identified as D ennis Scriill . She informed me that 
Louis Kohls had demanded he be interviewed by her concerning his knowledge of 
t^is on 14th of May, 1996. In listening to this interview, done by Beverly 
hinnenkam p, Kohls discloses the same information previously given to this 
writer by Louis Kohls. \ 
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Be verly Hinnenkamp then gave me a Gemini SE90 Tape. This is said to 
contain a phone conversation between Diane Muehlbauer and a person identified 
as Sh aron Bluedorn, on 9-14-96. In listening to this tape, Shar on Bluedorn 1 * 1 
lives somewhere in Wisconsin, says that Louis Kohls had told her that he 
could get $60,000 for a child. The remainder of the tape concerns statements 
made by Lo uis Kohls, witnessed by Shar on Bluedorn . According to what Sharon 
said on the tape, Kohls was making statements about people who do sexually 
abuse young children should be de-balled and put in jail for life. Also, 
xt Kohls knew Pat ty Wetterling was just using this case for popularity and 
really didn’t care that much about her son. He also told Sharon that he knew 
the Wetterlings were involved in a cult. 

®i an ^^M^sFi^bauer related that she had a recent conversation with Wade 
Kohls, son of Jjouis Kohls_ . He is fully identified as W ade Aaron Knhls . DOB 
9-1-67, of 712 10th Avenue S, St. Cloud. In that conversation, Wade had 
informed her that he, Wade, had assisted his father, Louis, while caring for 
an invalid by the name of Robert Heath. This had been when Lou Kohls had 
been working for a Claremont Nursing Home, or Northwest Wisconsin Homecare of 
-Au Gdrzrre, Wisconsin. According to what Wade Kohls had told Diane Muhlbauer, 
Wade had witnessed his father Lou being physically abusive to his client, 
Robert Heath . I informed Diane that I had interviewed Wade Kohls sometime 
b'ck concerning the Jacob Wetterling case and his knowledge of any 
information about it, and Wade said nothing about it at that time. She 
informed me that Wade was simply afraid of his father atj that point in time 

____ 
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and therefore would not reveal this information back then. 

Diane Muehlbauer then gave me a handwritten drawing, said to have been 
done by Louis Kohls. This would have been last May. This drawing appears to 
be the Wetterling abduction sight. In the bottom right corner of the 

drawing, it is written, car got stuck. At this point, it is unknown as to 

e- 

what that means, other than a reference to Dennis Scrtlll, having been told 
previously Diane Muehlbauer that his car got stuck in a field one night. 

Beverly Hinnenkamp then gave me two Gemini SE9U cassette tapes, one

iu^rked Marsha and Lou Kohls, Ma r shal l, the other is marked Lou and Marsha. 

These are phone conversations, apparently recorded by Marsha Kohls 
between Marsha and her ex-husband Lo uis Kohls . Judging by the content, it 
would appear that these would have been done during the time Lou Kohls was 
being investigated for sexually abusing , this would have 

been in late April 19^6.

The other content of the tape/discussion between Marsha and Lou Kohls

about Den nj.s Schill and law enforcement. 

Marsha Kohls would now be a Marsha Ke lly, husband Mike, who live in 
C- Lare , Wisconsin. Diane Muehlbauer indicated that Lou ^Kohls and Alisha 
Jellison, have now purchased a residence on 7th Street S, next to the old 
Garfield School. This had been purchased contract for deed. Bev Hinnenkamp 
'icated she had previously rented a house to Lou Kohls . Diane gave me "a* 
list of license plates numbers that were hanging around that residence. She 
also writes that Marsha Kelly is going to send a tape aboutj Lou saying things 
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where Jacob’s body was buried and that Lori Kohls, wife of Wade Kohls, has 
more tapes about Lou and Marsha and will be turning them over. 

Both Bev and Diane indicated they were unsure of what exactly could 
be done with this information but are increasingly concerned about the 
statements Lou has been making and now believe the previous information he 
had supplied regarding the Jacob Wetterling case may have simply been to 
attempt diversion from himself as a possible suspect. They indicated that 
they feel he knows too much about the case not to have been involved somehow. 

The following day, Diane, brought in four pages of notebook paper. 
The tour pages of documents was in essence a statement from W ade Kohl s, dated 
y-17-9K. The statement is in fact what W ade Kohls knew about his father’s 
treatment of this Robert Heath. 

Any further developments will be noted. 
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SYNOPSIS: INVESTIGATIVE REPORT 

On 7/6/97, this agent was asked by Private Investigator LARRY PEART to assist him with audio 
surveillance on a case he was working in St. Cloud. Investigator PEART told this agent that it 
was involving the JACOB WETTERLING case. This agent assisted Investigator PEART by 
placing a body wire on DIANE MUEHLBAUER for the purpose of recording a conversation 
between her and MICHAEL BAHNER. This agent and Investigator PEART overheard the 
conversation between DIANE MUEHLBAUER and MICHAEL BAHNER. 


OFFICERS MENTIONED: 

NEUMANN, TODD, KANDIYOHI COUNTY SHERIFF’S DEPT/CEE-VI TASK FORCE 


ACTION TAKEN: 

On 7/6/97, this agent was requested by Private Investigator PEART to lend him a body wire and 
a recording device and to assist him in the operation of that device on an investigation that he 
was conducting in St. Cloud, Investigator PEART told this agent that it was a case involving 
JACOB WETTERLING and that he wanted to record the conversation between DTANE 
MUEHLBAUER and MICHAEL BAHNER. Investigator PEART told this agent that BAHNER 
was going to tell MUEHLBAUER details about the abduction of JACOB WETTERLING. 
Investigator PEART stated that he wanted the recording to assist him with a later interview with 
BAHNER so as BAHNER would not recant the things he had told MUEHLBAUER. 

On 7/6/97, at approximately 1900 hours, this agent provided DIANE MUEHLBAUER with a 
body wire. This agent and Investigator PEART went in a room in the second floor of DIANE 
MUEHLBAUER’s residence located in St. Cloud and set up the audio recording device. 

At approximately 2055 hours, this agent overheard DIANE MUEHLBAUER speaking with one 
male individual and one female individual who were identified to this agent as BRENDA 
BAHNER and MICHAEL BAHNER. This agent overheard MICHAEL BAHNER tell 
MUEHLBAUER the following. 

MICHAEL BAHNER stated that he was present the night JACOB WETTERLING was 
abducted. BAHNER stated that he was on what he considered the brush road, up on top of the 
hill looking over the area where WETTERLING was abducted. BAHNER stated that he was 
invited there by LOU KOHLS, He stated the reason they were in the area was to do some drag 
racing. MICHAEL BAHNER stated at the time he was with a friend of his by the name of 
CHRIS JOHNSON. MICHAEL BAHNER stated that he saw LOU KOHLS park and walk down 
to JACOB WETTERLING. BAHNER stated that LOU KOHLS had a meat tenderizer with a 
knife on one end of it that he used and held to WETTERLING’s throat. BAHNER stated that 
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LOU KOHLS had a small handgun that was silver and was tucked under the edge of the driver’s 
seat. BAHNER stated that he observed LOU KOHLS carry WETTERLING under Ms arm, back 
to his veMcle, and WETTERLING was fighting the whole way. He saw LOU KOHLS put 
WETTERLING in his vehicle and drive away from the scene. BAHNER stated that that was the 
last time he had seen LOU KOHLS or WETTERLING. At no time did MICHAEL BAHNER 
state that he took an active part in the abduction of WETTERLING. BAHNER stated that he 
was afraid if he had said something earlier, the abductor of WETTERLING would harm him. 
This agent also overheard BRENDA BAHNER tell MUEHLBAUER that WETTERLING was at 
her residence sometime prior to the abduction. DIANE MUEHLBAUER then asked MICHAEL 
BAHNER if he would tell this story to a friend of hers who was an investigator. BAHNER 
stated that he would do that. They then left the residence. 

A short time later, Investigator PEART and this agent met MICHAEL BAHNER in the Perkins 
Restaurant in St. Cloud. Investigator PEART identified himself to MICHAEL BAHNER and 
identified this agent as an employee of Investigator PEART, investigator PEART asked 
MICHAEL BAHNER questions about the abduction of WETTERLING, and BAHNER stated 
tlie things he had stated to MUEHLBAUER while Investigator PEART and this agent were 
listening. Investigator PEART asked MICHAEL BAHNER if WETTERLING was alive, and 
BAHNER stated he was. Investigator PEART asked him why he thought that and MICHAEL 
BAHNER stated that he believed since everyone spoke of WETTERLING, that WETTERLING 
was alive, at least in spirit. This agent observed MICHAEL BAHNER appear to be holding back 
from crying at this time. MICHAEL BAHNER, when providing information about LOU 
KOHLS’ involvement in the abduction of WETTERLING, readily remembered most details. 
However, when asked about his involvement or how he knew this information, BAHNER had 
difficulty remembering and would place his hand on his forehead or look upward, pausing for a 
period of time before answering the questions. 

MICHAEL BAHNER’s demeanor appeared somewhat immature and he did not appear very well 
educated. MICHAEL BAHNER appeared to be a withdrawn person and somewhat shy. During 
this interview, DIANE MUEHLBAUER attempted to coach BAHNER to get him to continue 
with his statement. 

Again during this interview, MICHAEL BAHNER stated that he was present on the brush road 
at the top of the hill looking over the area from which WETTERLING was abducted. He only 
observed LOU KOHLS abducting WETTERLING and took no part in the abduction. He again 
stated that that was the last time he saw WETTERLING or LOU KOHLS. Investigator PEART 
asked MICHAEL BAHNER to speculate as to what happened to WETTERLING- MICHAEL 
BAHNER stated that LOU KOHLS probably took him some place, had sex with him and killed 
him. Investigator PEART asked MICHAEL BAHNER to speculate where WETTERLING’s 
body would be. MICHAEL BAHNER stated that it would be in Bass Lake, a very deep lake 
near Clearwater. 

At this time Investigator PEART concluded the interview. Investigator PEART gave MICHAEL 
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B AHNER a business card so that BAHNER could contact Investigator PEART if there was 
further information to provide. Investigator PEART and this agent then left the area of Perkins.

MB. I know for a fact he knows because (inaudible). 

Voices overlapping. Dog barking. Bird chirping. Phone ringing. 

Voices overlapping. 

BB. You know what I’ve eaten all day? 

DM. What? 

BB. A small bag of potato chips. That’s how bad my nerves are. 

Miscellaneous conversation with voices overlapping. Chit chatting about dogs and bargain 

hunting, collecting music boxes, etc. 

BB. According to Mom, I don’t know how to shop. 

DM. You guys got a lot of anger, a lot of anger. Mike and I talked that night. 

(Miscellaneous irrelevant conversation) 

BB. Mom goes, “Are you going to be home for supper?”, and I said, “I don’t know”. 

She said, “(inaudible)”. 

DM. Did she question you yesterday? 

BB. No. She didn’t come over til today. She was gone all day yesterday, and she said. 

Why did you call the bail bondsmen?”, and I said, “Because I wanted to talk to them. 

I want to get this resolved about the pictures myself.” 

DM. Right. They’re your kids. 

BB. She goes, “Well, it seems like ever since they been talking to you, they don’t want to talk to 
Allen , and I told Allen about it, and he said, “It doesn’t bother me. If they talk to me, they 
talk to me. If they don’t, that’s okay, too.” 

DM. I did talk to Allen, even after I bailed his Mom out. 

BB. It seems like after grandpa died, it’s getting to be too much. She’s taking it out on everybody. 

DM. Didn t you see, Mike, when she came and plopped her butt right next to you on the bed there? 

MB. Yeah. 

DM. She gave me the dirtiest look, and Mike didn’t really say nothin’. 

BB. And then she goes to me, she says. 

MB. Right after you left, I said, “Hey, what the hell was that remark?”, and she said, “Oh, 

I just wanted to see what she was going to say to you”, and I said, “It’s not ’any of your 
goddamn business, anyways”. 

BB. She goes to me, sne goes....

On the 4th, when Melissa came in and told me that grandpa 
died on the 4th in the morning, I was in the kitchen peeling eggs for potato salad, and 
Mom goes, “C’mere”, and I go, “What?”, and she goes, “Well, I’m sony I didn’t take 
you to go see grandpa”. 

DM. Nice shirt. 

MB. Yeah. 

DM. Where did you get that? 

BB. And, you know, right there, that touched my heart because Mom apologized to me for 
not taking me to go see grandpa. I wanted to see grandpa when he was alive. I didn’t 

care what he looked like. I wanted to remember him being alive, and, that’s.Mom doesn’t 

understand how I feel. 

DM. Your Mother didn’t understand you guys for years. What are you talking about? 

MB. She still don t. She can be a little bitch sometimes, and that’s just being honest. 

BB. I mean, she is my Mom, and I told her and I told Dad, too, when they took me to the 
iron range. I said, “Mom and Dad. You’re not my parents, you’re my friends. You 
weren’t there when I was in treatment. When I needed someone to confide in, you were 
not there. When I needed help with my kids, you were right there, but you weren’t there 
when I was growing up”, and now Dad’s starting to realize that. 

DM. Well, Mike, don’t you think she’s hiding something? 

MB. Well, I think, basically, she’s got something up her sleeve. 

DM. What are you saying? 

BB. It’s irritating at times, kind of. 

MB. Personally, she has something up her sleeve after Richard gets out. 

BB. Well, she’s got another think coming because Junior is going to continue to live with me. 
He’s already told me. 

DM. When you say she’s thinking about Richard, what do you mean? 

MB. Well, just as far as, when he gets out, she’s going to try to run him, to set him up. 

BB. She went and saw Jr. yesterday, and I asked her, “How’s Jr. doing?” She said, “Oh, he’s doin’ 
okay. He s gettin by . I said, “Mom, that’s not what I asked”. I wanted to know how he 
was doing at accepting grandpa’s death. 

DM. Mike, listen to this and tell me... (Pre-recorded tape) 

BB. So, now I have to go and get him a sympathy card and send it to him. 

DM.. Yeah, that would be nice. He’s talking to his ex-wife, too, so you should be able to 
(inaudible). 

(Tape recording - listening to Kohl’s voice on previous tape.) 

DM. So, you recognize the voice as Lou? 

MB. Yeah, but that’s not the one that... 

DM. It’s not the one that called you? 

MB. Right. 

BB. It’s not the one that’s calling and threatening you. 

MB. No. It sounds more like Russell, though. 

DM. Does it? 

MB. Yeah. 
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DM. I was thinking, though, what you told me last night. I was thinking last night about 

what you were telling me about when we were sitting in the cafe about.I think I told you 

about Lou and a burgandy car, he got rid of that, and then you told me you guys were there. 

You admitted to that. You said you guys were in your car, and he was in his, or what.tell 

me again. I don’t remember at all how that went. 

(Dog barking) 

DM. Did you see him get out? 

MB. Well, I saw him get out, yeah. 

DM. Get out of the car? 

MB. Yup. 

DM. Where did he park his car? Was it hidden? 

MB. Give me a minute here. Yeah, it was under the brush. 

DM. Oh, on that road up there? 

MB. On that dead end brush road. I call it a brush road. 

DM. So, where were you guys parked? Next to him? 

MB. Yeah. 

DM. So, both cars were up there? 

MB. Yeah. 

DM. So, then, how did he get down to the road where he took him? 

MB. He got out and came over to us and talked to us. I don’t recall what he said, and then 
he got back in and that’s when it all took place. 

DM. When did he take him? Did he walk down and take him? I guess they said he was 
standing up on the road. Did he get him and come back up and you guys got scared, 
or what? 

MB. Pretty much. 

DM. Then, how did he get him all the way back up by the car? Just drug him? 

MB. Pretty much. 

DM. What did he say to you? 

MB. He told me not to say anything, so, I mean I’ve been having it all bottled up and shit, 
and, like, whatever. 

BB. See, and that’s one thing with me.... 

DM.. We re trying to get to the bottom of that night because they’re concerned about him, not 
him, okay. They already know he was there. If you could just tell me alittle more of what 

you remember, I mean, how he got back up there. How did he.when you guys went 

there, what did he say to you? Did he tell you he was going to do this? 

MB. He basically said that, that he was going to do something, but we didn’t know 

DM. Yeah. 

MB. And that s when he got back in the car and left. We waited up there for maybe two 

minutes, and then we heard tires squeal, and then we backed out, went down to the end, 
and by the time we got there, we saw him take off 1 . 

DM. Was Jacob in the car? 

MB. Right. 

DM. So, you saw Jacob in the car? 

MB. Yes, with my two eyes. 

DM. Was he fighting him or anything?

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Well, Jacob was punching him, I mean, he was wailing on him He wanted to get out of 
the vehicle. 

He was punching on him? 

Yeah. It was a lot, like, a left and a right, it was every three seconds, there was a punch or 
something, you know. 

Did you see Lou do anything? 

But, then the guy I was with, he saw.well, I’m not going to say he saw, but he said 

he thinks he saw, but I know damn well he saw it, he saw Lou have a knife, that I do 
know. 

A knife? 

I mean, it was. 

That long? 

(No verbal response) 

You’re kidding. 

I don’t understand.this is so hard to figure out. 

Well, did you see it? He saw it, obviously, before he went down to get him? 

Uh-huh. It was laying right on the front seat on the passenger side, right on the front 
seat. 

Remember when Jacob was first taken? 

Yeah. 

That’s what we’re talking about - the whole thing 

I’m trying to figure out why in the hell the police department waited 24 hours before they 
started the search. 

I don’t know about that. 

Well, I know I’m still trying to figure that out. 

Yeah? Tell me again what you told me last night about him and a sleeping bag by your 
door. I didn’t get that. 

I did not know that he was out by my apartment.I had a bottom floor apartment, 

okay? 

Yeah. 

I heard noises, but I wasn’t for sure, okay? He comes over and he says, “Jacob’s out by 
your door”, and I thought nothing of it, and then I asked Jacob, I said, “What’s up?”, 
and he said, “Somebody’s following me”, and I said, “Why don’t you come in?, and 
I said, “Mike, why don’t you go out and supervise the area”. 

So, you saw that, too, Mike? 

Yup. 

Did he say anything to you? 

I thought it was odd that he would come to my door. 

That’s pretty much what he said, and then he went inside, and I got my pillow and my 
sleeping bag, and I camped out by the door. 

‘Cause he was scared? 

Yeah. 

How long did he stay there? 

Pretty much overnight. 

Did he really? 
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MB. Yeah. 

DM. Didn’t his parents come looking for him? 

BB. Huh-uh. 

DM. To me, that sounded fishy, because if his parents loved him, they would have came and. 

BB. Because of the way they acted when he was taken, I mean, yes, granted, Patty loved 
him. I could see it in her eyes, you know, I could see it in her eyes. 

MB. Yeah, right. 

BB. But, his Dad, I couldn’t see it. 

DM. Mike, when Lou got Jacob, could you see him pulling him up the road there? Did he just 
run up there with him? 

MB. Well, basically, he grabbed him like this here, and he had.first of all, he grabbed him 

up like this and pulled him this way underneath the arm, and then Jacob somehow got 
the back of his hair trying to hold him back, and so he basically grabbed Jacob’s hair and 

pulled it over his eyes, so it was like a blindfold, basically, and then they.or, I mean, 

then he basically pulled his hair over his eyes like a blindfold, tossed him back underneath 
his arm, he had both his hands so he couldn’t reach out and pull... pull his hair again or 
whatever, and then he brought him up to his car. 

DM. Did you see Lou hit him? 

MB. I didn’t see that, but I saw Jacob wailing on Lou ‘cause he wanted to get out. 

DM. So, when he got him back in his car, what did he say to you guys? 

MB. He didn’t say nothin’, ‘cause we were down the road. 

DM. So, he just left you there? 

MB. Pretty much. He left both of us there. 

DM. So, when did you hear next? I mean, did you know what happened to him then? 

MB. To Lou or Jacob? 

DM. To Jacob. 

MB. No, I didn’t hear. 

DM. So, then, it was later that you learned that he had killed him? 

MB. Pretty much, yeah. Well, see, to me, I think the father put Lou up to it, is what I think. 

DM. What makes you think that way? 

MB. It’s because the father never really hung out with Jacob. Every time Jacob wanted to go 
with his dad.... 

BB. That I knew, too. 

MB. He said, “No, you’re not going with me. You’re stayin’ here”. 

BB. Even if it was on a fishing trip, his dad said, no. 

MB. I thought it was fishy, you know. Shit, if I had my daughter or someone with me, you 
know, I’d spend as much time as I could with that child. 

DM. Yeah. That day I ran into you down town, remember I told you I called Jerry, and he 

didn’t call back, and you said, “Why should he? He’s involved”? You must have thought 
that then. 

MB. Yup. 

BB. Uh-huh. 

DM. I wonder how he kept him in that car if he was fighting like that.... trying to drive. 

BB. I don’t know. 

MB. I have no clue. 
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BB. Unless he gagged him and tied him. 

DM. Did he have him, like, at knife point, or something? 

MB. Pretty much. I mean, he had the knife right next to his throat. 

BB. Why didn’t he do it right there? 

MB. If someone had a knife by my throat and wanted to put me in their vehicle, I wouldn’t fight 

that. I mean, all he would have to do is go whack, and he’d be dead. 

DM. So, what car was he driving in that night? 

MB. He was driving the maroon. 

DM. That burgundy one? 

MB. Yup. 

DM. So, you know how mean he is. 

MB. Tell me about it. Let me put it this way, he’s worse than Al. 

DM. Tell me, also, about last night when you said they would, Lou and, what’s his nam e? 

Russ? 

MB. Dipshit? 

DM. When they got after you and cuffed you and stuff. Tell me what they’d do. 

MB. They would basically cuff me and shit, you know. I’d try to fight them, and then, one 

of my friends who was with me said, “You guys shouldn’t be doing that to him. He’s not 
a queer or anything. You guys should lay off and back off’. What Lou did was smack one 
of my friends and that’s what pissed me off. When I get pissed, I get pissed. I blew a 
cork. I mean, you guys saw that that one night. 

DM. Yeah. Mike, I want to ask you something before I forget. How do you think Lou knew 
when to be there when Jacob would be coming back? 

MB. I have no clue. 

DM. In the beginning, how did you get Lou to know you guys were going out there? 

MB. Well first, Lou said we should go for a drag race, and then he said, “Let’s just go by 
someone’s house and drag race”. 

BB. And at that time. I’ll bet you thought nothing of it? 

MB. Well, right. This is cool. We were all drunk off our asses. To me, if, you know, I just 
didn’t think anything of it at the time. 

DM. But he seemed to know he was coming, didn’t he? 

MB. Pretty much, yeah. So, I’ve been thinking, his dad told Jacob to go for the bike ride ‘cause 
I know damn well that Jacob had his bike, that I know for sure. 

BB. That I remember, too. 

MB.. And there were two other kids there. 

DM. Uh-huh. 

MB. And I know for a fact that if you’re looking up at somebody, you can tell how tall they are. 
That s what she said yesterday. I mean, it’s like, I can understand with my nieces and 
nephews, I mean, they ask me how tall I am ‘cause they’re always looking up at me. 

DM. Right. 

BB. I ask them, are you taller than me yet? 

DM. Where do you think he put him, Mike? 

MB. I have no clue. 

DM. Did Russ ever tell you? Just that he’s in a lake, right? 

MB. That’s all I know. 
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DM. Did you ever see Lou after that? 

MB. Nope. 

DM. What did he do? Just disappear? 

MB. Pretty much. That was in ‘85 when we were going to drag race. We had it all set up 
for this time, month and year, and at that time, I was working both days and nights. 

DM. Okay, but the night Jacob was taken I’m talking about, in ‘ 89? 

MB. Right. 

DM. Oh, okay. 

MB. See, I lost my job in ‘89, so it worked out fine. I thought, shit, I don’t have to work, 
why not? I set my beer down and grabbed my coat. 

DM. Was Lou drinking that night? 

MB. He can’t tell me he wasn’t ‘cause Russ was there, I was there, and Lou was there. I can 
tell you the same drink we all had that night. 

DM. What was that? 

MB. Screwdriver. I was drinking Coke and wine, and Russ was drinking blackberry brandy. 

DM. So, you were all hanging around, then. What happened that you all left for St. Joe? 

MB. We just got up, and we just left. 

DM. Did he tell you to follow him up there or what? 

MB. Pretty much. I mean, to me personally, if there was a way and a will if somebody could 
hypnotize me. I mean. I’d pay somebody. I don’t care who it is. 

DM. Lariy can do that for you for nothing. 

MB. I asked him the last time him and I got together, and he said he could. 

DM. Now that you’re being straight with us, he probably would. How big a knife did he have? 

I’ll show you one, and you tell me what you think. So, you don’t know if he had a gun 
but you know he had a knife? 

MB. Bigger than that one. 

DM. Bigger than that? 

MB. Yeah. 

DM. That’s pretty damn big. 

MB. Yeah. 

DM. Was it like a machete or something? 

MB. No, it was like those meat tenderizers. 

DM. A meat tenderizer? 

MB. Do you know what I’m talking about? 

DM. Kinda. 

MB. A meat tenderizer is about this big, long, and it has the bumps on the bottom. 

BB. And on the other end, it has a knife on it. 

MB. Uh-huh. 

DM. Had you ever seen him with that before, Mike? Did he, like, carry it in his car all the 
time? 

MB. Not all the time, but sometimes he would, but me, personally, I think that’s why he got 
rid of his burgundy vehicle is because all the damn evidence was in there. 

BB. All the evidence was in there. 

DM. What you’re saying is, you think he killed him in the car? 

MB. Pretty much. ^ 
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BB. Probably. 

MB. If we could find out where that damn car is, we can get him, know what I mean? 

BB. Find out who he sold the car to. 

DM. Maybe he didn’t sell it. Did Russ ever say what he thought he did with it? 

MB. No. I know for a fact there was one time Lou was talking about burning the vehicle? 

DM. He didn’t say why? 

MB. No. 

DM. Well, he probably thought you knew why. Did he ever threaten you to shut up after you 
saw him take Jacob? 

MB. A couple of times, but that’s when I had a talk with one of my best friends, and I said, 
“Hey, what can I do about this situation?”, and he said to bring it to the cops, and I said 
I wasn’t going to bring it to the cops. 

BB. You should have right there and then. I would have and told them I wanted to be placed 
under protective custody. 

MB. But, see, at the time, I didn’t know if I could or couldn’t, ‘cause I was only 19 at the time. 
BB. Well, they would have put you under protective custody. 

DM. Yeah, they would have. 

MB. But, see, I didn’t know that, ‘cause I was in a group home. 

DM. Yeah, it don’t matter if you’re 30, 40, or 50. 

MB. Yeah, but, see, I didn’t know, ‘cause I was in the Brat’s Board & Care over here then. 
DM. What was it? 

MB. Brat’s Board and Care. 

DM. Oh, okay. 

MB. It’s over here by Sauk Rapids. 

DM. Were you scared when he came down the road holding Jacob? 

MB. Pretty much. 

DM. And he had the knife to this throat, huh? So, you saw Jacob beating on Lou as he 
was leaving? 

MB. Yup. 

DM. Which gave him plenty of time to get away, like she said, ‘cause nobody set up anything 
for 24 hours. 

MB. See, it’s like I said before, I think the father is behind it all. 

DM. What did you say? 

MB. I said I think the father is behind the whole thin g 

DM. I think he is, too. I know deep down in my gut he’s part of it. 

MB. ‘Cause I know if you figure it out that when the local press and newspapers and stuff 
talked to him, he had the straightest face. 

BB. Yup. 

MB. ‘Cause they showed that on the news. He had the straightest face possible. 

DM. Did you ever hear Lou mention Mr. Wetterling? 

MB. Oh, yeah. 

DM. What did he say? 

MB. He said that Mr. Wetterling.that they were “best friends”. 

DM. What kind of friends, did he say? That they were best friends, huh? 

MB. Somehow, yeah. Sounds fishy. 






BB. Extremely fishy. 

(Dialing telephone) 

DM. Yeah, Stearns? Oh, yeah. I got company tonight, but I’ll try to be back in a hour, 
though. I gotta go potty quick. 

(Changes batteries on recorder) 

DM. So, Mike, this had to just horrify you all these years. How did you do it so long? 

MB. Oh, I just let it build. 

DM So, then, the night we talked with Larry and stuff and you kept trying to tell us that you were 
coming around the comer like you ran into it, you were scared, weren’t you? 

MB. Yeah, that’s kinda why. 

DM. I can see why you were scared, that’s for sure. Hopefully, with your coming forward like 
this, maybe we can find all this stuff. We can find Laurie’s daughter’s, your daughter’s. 
BB. The pictures. 

MB. Did you guys find those pictures over there. Did you go out there? 

DM. We haven’t been able to go out there, and they won’t do nothing, so that’s why we’re 
going to take it somewhere else. That’s why I told her to go to Hibbing, too. 

BB. Chuck Buze. Buze is the Chief Investigator. You know what he told me? He said, 

“You call me dad from now on”. That’s how close I am with the Chief Investigator. 

DM. So, you saw him with this big knife, Mike. Did you ever see him with a gun? 

MB. I seen him once. 

DM. But not that night. 

MB. Right. 

DM. What kind of gun did he have? 

MB. He had a 22 and a hand pistol. 

DM. And a pistol? How big was it? 

MB. About like this. 

DM. So, it was pretty small, basically. 

BB. One that he could probably stash in his pocket. 

DM. So when he left, when he came down that road, did he head out to the highway then? 

MB. Yup. 

DM. I’ll tell you guys. I called Larry last night, and he basically knew this, too. He knew Mike 
was scared. 

BB. I’d like to meet this Larry before I go. 

DM. He’s in town tonight, and I said I was going to meet with you guys, and he said if I gave 
him a call, he’d meet us for coffee, and I thought we could do that 
BB. Yeah. 

MB. I knew I had that card! This is the guy I talked to. 

DM. Hutchinson Police Department? 

MB. Yeah, that’s the guy I talked to. 

DM. He came down to see you? 

MB. One of them, yeah. 

DM. Hutchinson! Steven McGarve. What did he say? Did you tell him this stuff? 

MB. No, I told him some other stuff. 

DM. Like what? 
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MB. Well, it’s kinda confidential between me and my fiance, this situation between me and 
my fiance. 

DM. Yeah, but did you tell him about Lou? 

MB. No, he had to go right away. 

DM. So, what did he come down to see you for? 

MB. Because, what it was was that his.or my fiance went to work in pain and she said that I 

raped her, and, so, he came and talked with me, and I said, “Wait, I didn’t rape nobody”. 

.MB. So, her boss called the sheriff s department on me ‘cause she came to work in pain, and I 
said this is not going to work. This was when I was working with her. I said to her, 

I said, either she quit working or we quit this shit, and she quit working at that place, 
because every other day, they were checking on her to see if she had black and blue marks, 
and they had no right to. But, anyways, when they did that check, they found black and 
blue marks on her body, and they were accusing me of it. 

DM. Mike, who were the cops who came down to talk to you about Chris? Were they from 
Steams County? 

MB. One was from Steams County, that I do know. 

BB. What did he look like? 

MB. I don’t recall. 

DM. You don’t remember his name? 

MB. No. He was about my height, built like Bradford. 

DM. So, what did he say to you? 

MB. He asked me, “Do you know anything with Lou?” I said, “Some, but not very much”. 

DM. But you didn’t tell him any of this? 

MB. He knows me like a book. 

DM. So what did he say, then, Mike? 

MB. He wanted me to go down to the department with him....police department. 

DM. To do what? 

MB. He wanted me to take a lie detector test. 

DM. Yeah. 

MB. And I told him, “I can’t ‘cause I got work right now”, and so he called this guy, and this 
guy came and talked to me, and I told him, “You don’t know nothing about this person, 
so I can’t tell you”, and then he said, “Well, do you know Lou?”, and I said, “I know so 
many Lou’s, it would make your head spin”. 

DM. So, you didn’t want to tell him, right? 

MB. Right, and he goes, “Well, do you know Lou Kohls?”, and I said, “What? Repeat that”, and 
he goes, “Do you know Lou Kohls?”, and I said, “I’ve heard the name”. 

DM. So, you don’t want to talk to these guys. 

MB. No, I don’t want to talk to them at all, because I know if I said something, it would come 
out ass backwards, and it bluntly came to the point where I have decided to where I’m 
going to contact him sometime and am going to mention to him that I got a hunch where 
Lou is. That’s all I’m going to say. 

BB. Do tell us. 

DM. Well, I know where he is. 

MB. So do I. He’s not far from here. Is that good enough? 
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DM. Mike, that s why I asked Larry to meet us for coffee tonight, ‘cause he can help you 
do it right. I m going to take you kids down to Perkin’s ‘cause I’m getting hungry. 
BB. Yeah, so am I. 

MB. Do you know what I ve had all day? A container of crackers. Those graham crackers. 
DM. Mike, what car were you in that night, then? 

MB. I was in a 50 Chevy Pontiac. 57, and the only reason it was a Pontiac is because the 
the tires were the only thing from a Pontiac. 

DM. That’s why you say “Chevy Pontiac”? 

MB. Yup. 

DM What color was it, Mike? 

MB. Bright, cherry red, hiked up in the ass end. Double exhausts. 

DM. Oh, yeah? 

MB. Sounded just like a Harley. 

DM. Who was with you? 

MB. Chris Johnson. 

DM. I’ve heard that name. Chris Johnson? 

MB. Uh-huh. 

DM. How old was he? 

BB. Didn’t he come over to my house a couple times with you? 

MB.. Yup. 

BB. That s why. I m trying to remember all the guys who came over to my house with him. 

DM. Chris Johnson.Did he know Lou, too? 

MB. No, but he knew Russ.

On September 12, 2001,1, Investigator Chris Janssen, received information from dispatch that a 
party by the name of David Plack had called to make a report that a previous owner of Ms 
residence at 6465 317th Avenue NW, Princeton, Minnesota had visited him. The previous 
resident visited Mr. Plack on September 11,2001, who had identified himself as Robert Lifgrin. 

Robert appeared to be very upset. He stated that he had previously lived at the residence. His 
stepfather, Marvin Heyne, had been at tlhls residence as well. Robert stated that Marvin was very 
abusive. Marvin used to He also directed David to an adjacent 

building to the residence and stated there was a hidden room underneath this building. David 
then retrieved a hammer and a crow bar. This room was located under a piece of plywood. At 
this point, Robert became very upset. He stated that he believed Mat bad things had happened in 
this room. He had dreams. He stated thrat Jacob Wetterling was buried either in that room or in a 
cornfield near the residence. At this point David was becoming very frightened by tMngs that 
Robert had said. A friend of David’s dud go into this chamber underneath this adjacent detached •' 
building and stated that there was electricity, studded walls, and a mattress. By this time, all 
parties involved were becoming very concerned about what they had located. 
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Robert then went on to explain that he believes that his stepfather, Marvin, may have been 
responsible for kidnapping Jacob Wetterling. He stated that his appearance matched a composite 
that was released. Marvin owned a brown car as well. He believed the brown car had been 
involved in the abduction as well. He also stated that Marvin had died around Thanksgiving in 
the year 1993. 

At this point, David was very concerned about the information that he had learned. Robert also 
said that during the time of the Wetterling abduction, Marvin made several trips to the St. Joseph 
area retrieving fieldstone. He would disappear for periods of time. He stayed at the Plack 
residence approximately two hours and then left. 

After hearing this information, David Plack was very concerned and made contact with his 
brother, Lawrence Steven Plack. Steven is a private investigator with LS Plack and Associates 
Inc. I received a call from Lawrence Plack. He advised me that he had made contact with 
Robert Lifgrin, had his full name and date of birth. He had also taken a taped statement from 
him. He gave me further information about Robert. 

I made contact with John Herman from the Minnesota BCA. He advised me that somebody from 
Steams County would be contacting me. I received a call from Pam Jensen, Detective from 
Steams County. I advised her of the following information. She stated that she had also 
received calls from Robert Lifgrin. His information was not of use to her in the investigation, 
because of the composite not matching and not being of significance as well as the brown car. It 
was determined that his information was not of use to their investigation. 

It should also be noted that Robert Lifgrin had also stated during his conversations that he 
believed that a step-grandchild, who had drown in the Snake River, had also been murdered at 
the residence. 

I made contact with John Herman and it was determined that we would go to the residence and 
look at this chamber. On September 14,2001,1, along with Special Agent John Herman, Chief 
Deputy Kory Erickson, and Investigator Mike Ammend met with David Plack at his residence. 
He showed us to the outbuilding. It appeared to be a second residence at one time. He then 
removed the approximate 4* x 6’ piece of plywood. Once it was taken away in this room area 
there was a large pile of ashes, a great deal of junk, and old bed springs. There was not a 
mattress or a secret room as it had been explained. Apparently, garbage and other items had 
been placed in there, possibly when the residence was sold to the Plack’s in an effort to quickly 
dispose of garbage around the residence. There were no signs of a crime located. We cleared 
the residence.

Narrative: 

Judy Martinez stated that she wanted to talk about Russel Martinez and what she knew of 
his involvement with the Wetterling case. 

Judy stated that she had been married to Russel Martinez for over eighteen years, that she 
had married him when she was eighteen and had met him at factory job. 

They were married when Russel was in custody at the Ramsey County Jail; a judge 
performed the ceremony with Sheriffs deputies present. 

Judy stated in 1989 she and her two sisters were out to eat at Byerly’s and there was a 
poster on the door as they were going out. Judy noted that one person in the composite 
drawing looked like her husband Russel Martinez, and told her sisters to look at the 
poster. Both agreed it looked like Russel Martinez; Judy then read the flyer and became 
aware of what it was for. 


Later that night at home, she was in bed and Russel Martinez came home and lay down 
next to her, Russel Martinez stated to her that they would never find Wetterling. 

Judy Martinez told him about the poster with the police sketch that looked like him. He 
stated that he w'ould have to go and take those down. After a while Russel Martinez talks 
about the wood chipper at the cabin. 

Judy Martinez states that the whole time she had been married with Russel Martinez, she 
had never been allowed to go to the cabin, which is located on Big Sandy Lake on north 
west corner near a Lutheran hoys camp. Judy stated that Russel Martinez would go to the 
cabin atmost every weekend or when Martinez parents were not there. 

Judy stated that Mother Martinez has since sold the property. 

Judy Martinez further stated in late summer of 1989 that her sister Jill had lived with her 
[Judy] and Russel Martinez at their home at 2252 Falcon Ave, St, Paul. That they had a 
swimming pool in the back yard, Jill told Judy that she saw Russel Martinez in the pool 
with a young boy giving that young boy oral sex. Judy Martinez did not believe this at the 
time thinking her sister was lying. 
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Judy also found out from her sister that when Judy was at work on the midnight shift that 
Russel Martinez would have kids over to the home drinking and using the pool, he also 
had other adult females at the home.

cross candles and two wine glasses were in the den, that she went up stairs and used the 
phone and called. i to come to her home. , who lived a mile 

away, arrived quickly and Russel Martinez and the child were gone, the child was found 
back at the home and Judy believes that child was seen at that time St Paul 

Ramsey Hosp, 

Judy also believes that this incident may have been reported in 1995 to the Ramsey 
County Sheriffs dept. 

During this time frame [1980] Judy Martinez confronts Russel Martinez about the 
incident, Russel Martinez tells her if she says anything that he will put her in the trunk 
[car] and bury her in the woods like he did with the Wetterling. 

Judy stated that in 1987 she bought Russel Martinez a new S-10 pickup truck light blue in 
color. 

Judy tells of another person she believes may have been involved with the incident, or 
has knowledge of what took place, that it might be Wade Johnson. Judy states that' 
recently she and Victor Martinez, cousin of Russel’s, went to Detroit lakes area to find a 
party named Wade Johnson. They were able to locate Wade Johnson through her sister 
Jill, who also lives in the Detroit Lakes area. 

Judy Martinez stated that Wade Johnson had lived at their home in the past during the 
same time that her sister Jill had lived there, she believed that they had relationship with 
each other during that time. Wade Johnson was friend of Russel Martinez. 

Inv. Thompson showed a DOC photo of a Wade Johnson, Judy ID the person as being the 
correct Wade Johnson. 

Judy stated that her sister Jill might also know something through others about the 
incident. 

Inv. Thompson inquired about Russel Martinez sexual tendencies, Judy Martinez stated 
that Russel Martinez was strange that during their marriage he would only have anal 
intercourse with her and that he would have her wear a sexual device which was a male 
penis and then have anal intercourse with him. 

Russel told Judy that she was not his type and did not get sexually aroused by her. 

Judy believes that Russel is gay or Bi sexual. 
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Judy Martinez has had no contact with Russel prior to his current release from prison and 
believes he may be on the east side of St. Paul. 

Martinez mother lives with family members in White Bear Lake at 3900 Highland 
Avenue.

On February 1 1th, 2009 this Investigator was contacted by Tim Applen, an Officer with the New Plague Police 
Department, who advised that the New Prague Police had been contacted by a Daniel Leonard Seekins, DOB. 

06/27/1947 regarding a subject that he (Seekins) thought may be involved in the kidnapping/deaths of college students. 

Applen advised that Daniel Seekins indicated that Investigators should consider that Warren Lyle Ahlgren of rural New 
Prague may be responsible for the kidnappings and deaths of college students from various colleges in Minnesota. 

Applen reflected that Daniel Seekins current address is located at 39315 Norris Rd, Cushing, MN 56443 and can be 
contacted at (218) 894-1958. Additionally, Appien reflected that according to DVS Website, Warren Lyle Ahlgren, DOB. 
02/16/1947 has an address of 30246 Lanesburgh Dr New Prague, MN 56071. Applen indicated that he did not question 
or discuss the matter w th Seekins and suggested that Seekins would further speak with Law Enforcement about the 
person Warren Ahlgren. 

Over the following weeks, I attempted to make contact with Daniel Seekins-no contact was made. 

On Friday, April 10th, 2009 this investigator made telephone contact with Daniel Leonard Seekins and would 
review/discuss the person Warren Lyle Ahlgren and why he (Seekins) believes that Ahlgren may be involved in the 
kidnapping and deaths of college students from the various colleges in Minnesota. Note; phone conversation 
recorded. 

During the phone conversation, Seekins provided the following information: 

* Seekins reflected that he has known Warren Ahlgren since first or second grade, when they attended school together 
in Minneapolis. Seekins reported that Warren Ahlgren was given-up for adoption by his mother when he was very 
young, possibly at birth and Ahlgren was adopted by Glen and Priscilla Ahlgren and joined one brother/step-brofher, also 
named Gien. 

* Seekins reported that he and Ahlgren were friends when they were young-he noted that they did the things that young 
kids do, including getting into trouble on various occasions-Seekins noted an occasion when he and Ahlgren made 
"poison'' candy for a teacher and an occasion when they were lighting paper on fire in the basement of Ahigren’s home. 

^Seekins advised that when he was approx. 8 years old, his family moved from Minneapolis, up-north and it was then 
that he lost contact with Warren Ahlgren. Seekins indicated that after he finished High School, he enrolled in college at 
the University of Minnesota's Forestry Program. 

* Seekins reported that in spring,1966, while he was a freshman at University of Minnesota, Warren Ahlgren contacted 
him—from the this contact, he (Seekins) and Ahlgren agreed to meet. Seekins noted that as a result of this meeting with 
Ahlgren, Seekins described Ahlgren as "diabolical" and noted Ahlgren "really freaked him out" and he (Seekins) advised 
he determined that Ahlgren was not the kind of person to be around. 

* Seekins explained that after the meeting in the spring of 1966, he did not speak with Ahlgren until an occasion in the 
summer of 1967, when Ahlgren showed-up at his residence unannounced and asked him (Seekins) to take him 
(Ahlgren) on a canoe trip into the Boundary Waters-Seekins advised that he declined to go on the canoe trip and it 
seemed that Ahlgren felt he was "rebuffed" for driving ail the way up-north only to be told no, that he (Seekins) would not 
go on the trip. 

* Seekins explained that his mother maintained contact with Ahlgren's mother and from this contact, he (Seekins) was 
told by his mother that Warren Ahlgren had experienced physiatrist problems. As the conversation continued, Seekins 
mentioned Jacob Wetteriing's abduction and compared himself (Seekins) to Jacob Wetterling's age and physical size 
when he (Wetterling) was abducted. 

* Seekins advised that over the years, his mother inquired about establishing contact with Warren Ahlgren, but he 
declined, and advised that Ahlgren was not the kind of person he (Seekins) wanted to be around, 

* Seekins reported that his mother told him that Warren Ahlgren had established who his birth-mother was and located 
her in the New Prague area, but she did not want to have anything to do with him-Seekins felt that Ahlgren moved to the 
New Prague area, because his birth-mother lived in the area. 

* Seekins reported that he has not heard or seen Warren Ahlgren since he showed-up unannounced at their residence 
in 1967 and asked him (Seekins) to go on a canoe trip. 

*■ Seekins reported that 'he often wondered" what kind of person would be so "twisted" that they would abduct children 
like Jacob Wetteriing. Seekins advised that as he thinks about ali the missing college students that were abducted 
and/or found to have drowned in the Mississippi River, he (Seekins) considered that Warren Ahlgren was the type of 
person to carry-out such acts. 

* Seekins explained that he has been thinking about this matter for years, but he has never told anyone, not even his 
wife and it was just recently that he decided he needed to contact Law Enforcement about this. 
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* I asked Seekins about his references to Jacob Wetterling, Seekins advised that although he does not recall what year 
Jacob Wetterling was abducted, he {Seekins) has only been in the St. Cloud area for the past 4 years. 

* Seekins stated that Warren Ahigren has never married and has never had anything to do with women; Seekins 
reported that he considered that Warren Ahigren is the kind of person that would be a pedophile. 

* Seekins acknowledge that the information he has provided is speculation on his part and has no direct knowledge of 
Warren Ahlgren's behavior. Seekins noted that he wanted to contact Law Enforcement, if for nothing else, to advise 
them of Ahigren and advise that he should be kept in mind. 

* in closing the conversation, Seekins indicated that should I have any further questions, that I could contact him 


I considered that since Daniel Seekins has not had contact with Warren Ahigren since 1967 and because Seekins 
information was based on his (Seekins) speculation or conclusion, his information would seem to be without merit.

Overview: John Klous reported that 2-3 years ago he believes he saw Jacob Wetterling at Moon 
Dance Jam in Walker MN. John Klous reported that initiall)' he was 95% sure it was him then 
but is now 100% positive it was Jacob Wetterling and describes him now as being 33 years old, 5- 
6 to 5-9 tall with strawberry blond hair 180 to 200 lbs, and appeared healthy. John Klous reports 
that Jacob was watched over by two other men that match the composit sketches that were 
published in the October 2009 MPLS Star and Tribune newspaper. John believe these are his 
captors and that they Live local to the Minnesota area and has a personal belief that the 
Wetterling family might be involved. 


In the week of January 11th through the 151 received two voice mail calls from John Klous on my 
work desk telephone asking that I stop out and see him. On Friday 01-15-2010 I spoke to John on the 
telephone and he again asked that I come out to see him as he didn't want to talk on the telephone. On 
01-15-2010 I went to the residence of John Klous sometime after 5PM and spoke to him on his front 
porch. Not knowing what John wanted to talk to me about I activated my pocket digital recorder before 
going to the door. Our Conversation was single party consent recorded and has been uploaded to the 
media file of this case file for reference. In conversation with him there at this time I learned the 
following: 

John reported that 2-3 years ago in Walker MN he was with his Wife Terry and Son Josh, same last 
name and frilly identified in the case file, were at Moon Dance Jam. While there he saw a kid that 
looked like Jacob Wetterling. John reported that at the time he was 95 % sure it was Jacob Wetterling. 

In the Summer of 2009 he went into the Jacob Wetterling web site and in October 2009 the Mpls. Star 
and Tribune ran a story on Jacob Wetterling and he saw it. John reports that this story had the 
composite sketches of the two suspects sought in connection with the abduction and he had never seen 
the composit sketches before that time. After this he claims he is 100% positive he saw Jacob 
Wetterling at the Moon Dance Jam. 

John reported he wanted to find someone he could trust to tell this to and called me as the Sheriff. John 
reported he would be happy to talk to anyone about this if it turns out to be a lead except he didn’t want 
any newspaper or media attention. John seemed relieved that he shared this with law enforcement and 
was serious in his demeanor. 

John reported that he didn't speak to the kid he thought to be Jacob Wetterling but his wife Terry did. 

John reported that by the actions of this adult he acted like he was at a 5-6th grade level of mental 
development. John also reported that the two gentlemen that accompanied Jacob acted strange one was 
at his side and there was a older one that watched the two of them from a distance. John feared that he 
identified them and they somehow knew that john had identified them and were communicating with 
hand signals and John just wanted to get himself and his family away from the two men as he knew that 
when Jacob was abducted it was with a gun and he wanted no part of that.

On November 4,2010, at approximately 1604hrs, I spoke lo Larry Eisenschenk via telephone {320-679-1189). I recorded our 
conversation via a digital recorder. During conversation, Larry stated he believed KENT KING BROWN DOB/11/30/1960, abducted 
Jacob Wetterling. Larry slated he thought of BROWN because of the recent television news stories about Jacob Wetterling 

During further conversation. Larry stated he and BROWN went to high school together in Cold Springs, MN. Larry stated BROWN 
was very smart and could have been a “Rocket Scientist.' Larry stated during the time of the disappearance of Jacob Wetterling 
BROWN was living in Stearns County. Larry stated BROWN was dealing drugs specifically cocaine. Larry stated during that time 
BROWN changed his vehicle three times. Larry stated they were all cars. Larry stated after the Wetterling incident. BROWN went 
into the Peace Corp. 

Larry slated in 2005, he was in a "Coma" for nine days, Larry stated after the "Coma,” the above information came back lo him. 

Larry stated he was in a "Coma" because of an overdose on medication. 

Lariy stated he had a 'Funny suspicion about the guy.' Larry stated BROWN likes little boys. Larry stated BROWN did not tell him 
he liked little boys. Larry stated he did not see BROWN with little boys. .. 

Larry described two incidents in which BROWN i .. Larry stated he never reported the incidents to law 


Larry stated BROWN never told him he wanted to abduct a little boy. 

Lany stated BROWN had access to a hobby farm in the St. Joseph area to dispose of Jacob Wetterling's body. 

Larry stated he believed BROWN committed the abduction because BROWN was “Bright" knew the area, and because of the 
incidents. 

A Criminal History Query was completed on BROWN. No records matched,

Details of Investigation: 

OnTue, 30 Nov 10, SA ROBITAILLE and Deputy J. M. PANKONIN, S308, met with Sgt. BEATON at the 
Dodge County Sheriffs Office, 428 North Broad Street. Previously, Ken MILLER advised FBI Minnesota in 
Minnesota that Jacob WETTERLING (a W/M, 11 YOA, abducted from St. Joseph, MN in 1989) was possibly 
buried at a horse farm or a location where they train horses in Fremont, Nebraska. MILLER described this 
possible burial location as having a practice racetrack and a lake around a wooded area. MILLER previously told 
PANKONIN that the listed subjects, particularly WINGO, were also responsible for the death of CHADEK. 

Sgt. BEATON advised that the only horse farm that met the mentioned criteria in the Fremont, Dodge 
County area was the horse farm owned by Herb and Nancy RIECKEN at 1045 West South Street, Fremont, 
Nebraska. Sgt. BEATON advised that the REICKEN horse farm borders Rainbow Lake and Erin and Will Lakes. 
He said that a contact for Rainbow Lakes was PAPA and a contact/realtor at Erin and Will Lakes was Peterson. 
He said some of the RIECKEN’S land was heavily wooded. He advised that this property stretched 
approximately V* of a mile, which allowed trainers to run their horses at full speed. He stated that Herb and 
Nancy RIECKEN raised and trained thoroughbreds and he thought that they had been successful in tie past 
regarding race winnings. 


ROBITAILLE and PANKONIN followed BEATON to the RIECKEN property. ROBITAILLE and 
PANKONIN observed that the RIECKEN property was similar to the description of the terrain, which MILLER 
provided to FBI Minnesota. Afterwards, BEATON, ROBITAILLE and PANKONIN met with Herb and Nancy 
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RIECKEN at their place of residence. Herb RIECKEN advised PANKONIN that his wife and he had owned H & N 
Stables LLC for over 40 years. He said that his wife and he owned this property during that time. He said that he 
mostly trained thoroughbred horses. While Aksarben was in business, he said that he had an average of sixty- 
five (65) horses, which he maintained approximately thirty-seven (37) thoroughbreds. Herb and Nancy RIECKEN 
were unfamiliar with the following names: Ken MILLER, Robert BURNS, Steven CRISS, and Larry WINGO 
However, Herb RIECKEN recognized the name Kenny SMITH. He said that he was recently told that in the past 
he had a trainer named Kenny SMITH; however, he was unable to recall this individual. 


Herb RIECKEN informed PANKONIN that he usually had two (2) horse trailers to transfer his 
thoroughbreds to various races. He said that he had a 5-horse trailer and a 4-horse trailer. He said that it was 
not uncommon for him to take up to twelve (12) horses for the horse races. He said that his family usually 
transported the horses to various horse races. However, he advised that he had utilized Anderson Horse Vans to 
transport horses in the past on infrequent occasions. 


Herb RIECKEN advised that in 1989, he had the following jockeys: Tom GREER Don FRAZIER and 
Perry COMPTON. He said that GREER was deceased, FRAZIER resided in Grand Island. Nebraska and 
COMPTON was still racing in Chicago. Herb RIECKEN told PANKONIN that his all time leadinq horse was "Who 
Doctor Who”. 


In the late 80’s and early 90’s, Herb RIECKEN informed PANKONIN that he largely raced his horses at 
Aksarben in Omaha, Nebraska. At the end of the Aksarben races, which concluded in the month of 
approximately August, he said that he raced his horses at the Canterbury Race Track in Minnesota. Herb 
RIECKEN showed PANKONIN a handwritten notebook, which captured the winnings of 1989. PANKONIN 
observed that the last documented entry in 1989, regarding winnings, was on 01 Oct 89, at Lincoln Race Track in 
Nebraska and Tom GREER was the jockey of his thoroughbred "St. Paddy's Day”. Although it did not appear 
that Herb RIECKEN'S horses won races at Canterbury Race Track in Minnesota in 1989, Herb RIECKEN 
strongly believed that he raced at this racetrack in 1989. 

Herb and Nancy RIECKEN informed PANKONIN that they never observed any type of gravesite with a 
cross on their property. However, they said that they never ventured into their heavily wooded area along their 
property for safety considerations of their horses. Herb and Nancy RIECKEN informed ROBITAILLE and 
PANKONIN that they would assist with any future investigation if needed on their property.

86 Street Apt #152. Previously, MILLER told PANKONIN that he worked with LOOTENS in the past at Ray 
Gaines Floral in Omaha, Nebraska. At that time, MILLER told PANKONIN that LOOTENS was friends with the 
following co-employees at Ray Gaines Floral: Larry WINGO and Steven CRISS. 

LOOTENS advised PANKONIN that she knew MILLER since he was employed with Ray Gaines Floral 
pproximately 20 years ago. She advised that she was currently employed with Omaha Public Schools and she 
nad worked for this employer for approximately 15 years. 

Prior to working at Omaha Public Schools, LOOTENS advised that she worked at Ray Gaines Floral. She 
said that she worked at this business along with Ken MILLER, Larry WINGO, and on occasion, Steven CRISS. 
She stated that she considered MILLER a “good guy" and she said that MILLER was the type of individual that 
would "do anything for you". She advised that MILLER had a wife, Cheri MILLER, and numerous children. While 
she had known MILLER, she believed that MILLER was mentally stable and credible. She did not believe that 
MILLER was close friends with other co-employees at Ray Gaines Floral; however, she said that MILLER would 
have known WINGO and CRISS well like herself. 

LOOTENS advised that WINGO passed away years ago due to possibly a heart attack or AIDS. She said 
that WINGO was a homosexual and he was open with his sexuality. She stated that WINGO consumed alcoholic 
beverages and smoked marijuana frequently. She explained that she often observed WINGO under the 
influence of marijuana or alcohol while WINGO was working at Ray Gaines Floral. She stated that WINGO 
enjoyed gambling on horses at the racetrack. She added that WINGO used to regularly hang out at the Diamond 
Bar. 


LOOTENS advised that CRISS worked on an as needed basis at Ray Gaines Floral. She said that 
CRISS worked at this business during busy times. She explained that everyone liked CRiSS and CRISS was the 
type of individual that "would do anything for you". She stated that CRISS was a homosexual and he was open 
with his sexuality, She stated that CRISS passed away years ago due to AIDS.

DETAILS: 

On Monday, August 4,2014, at approximately 16Q7hrs, J, Investigator Amy Ament met with Gennifer Anderson 
and Elijah Hansen at the Wadena County Sheriffs Office in the interview/conference room. Gennifer and Elijah 
had come to the Sheriffs Office to speak with a Deputy regarding something she had witnessed approximately 
20 years ago. 

Gennifer stated her grandparents, William and Genevieve Hansen, resided north of Wadena on Leaf River Rd, 
precisely at 11441 Leaf River Road. She stated they are both deceased now. Gennifer stated when she was 15 
years old; she went to her grandparents’ house with her father, Donald Hansen. She said she normally went to 
her grandparent’s property once a month but had not been to see them for approximately 1-2 years prior to going 
there in July 1996. She stated they pulled into the yard, and noticed her uncle; William E. Hansen was by a 
backhoe. She stated her father parked their vehicle by a line of equipment and asked her to stay in the truck as he 
went to speak with her uncle. She stated after a period of time, she became bored, so she went over to where her 
uncle and father were. She stated when she walked up; she observed a hole in the ground that was approximately 
4 foot deep and 12 feet wide. She stated in that hole, was a body. She stated the body lying face down, was 
shirtless and believed to be male. She stated the individual had many freckles on his back. Gennifer stated the 
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individual was buried up to his back. She stated she does not remember much about the individual besides he 
had freckles on his back and appeared to have dry skin. Gennifer stated as soon as she walked to their location 
and saw the body, her father told her it was time to go get her brother and get Hardee’s. She stated he never said 
anything about the incident nor did he act out of the ordinary afterwards. 

Gennifer said she does not know who the individual was but suspects it may have been Eban White, an individual 
who “molested” when was a child. She stated Eban was from 

Missouri but the sexual assault took place in the City of Alexandria, Douglas County. Eban got to know the 
family through Theodore Hansen being in the service. Gennifer stated this was only a speculation as to who the 
person may be. She indicated she had tried to search missing persons but cannot come up with any information 
on Ebon. 

Gennifer stated her father, Donald, died the following year, when she was 16. She stated he never spoke about 
the incident to her, She stated she has never told anyone about what she saw up until two years ago when she 
told Elijah about it. 

Gennifer stated around the period of this incident, James Hansen was living just down the road from the house. 
She said Theodore Hansen was in the service, living in the Fergus Falls area and Daniel Hansen was living at the 
house with his parents. 

Gennifer stated she recalls another incident that occurred when she was a child. She stated they were canoeing 
along the river that was behind the property. She stated when they got off the river; she noticed a white pickup 
that was swarming with flies. She stated she commented about it and her dad told her to “keep walking.” She 
stated she does not know who the truck belonged to but stated it was a crew cab, approximately older 1970’$ 
model. 

Gennifer stated she also recalls a wall in the house that had posters of missing people. Included on the wall, were 
pictures of Carla Beth Anderson and Jacob Wetterling. Gennifer described this wall as a “trophy wall.” 

Gennifer and Elijah stated they believe the family is responsible for the disappearance of Carla Beth Anderson 
and Jacob Wetterling. They were asked what the connection was to either individuals and Elijah stated Carla 
Anderson’s grandmother worked for Wadena County Human Services at the time his grandparents were denied 
Social Security. She stated they were upset about this. They also stated Daniel Hansen worked for the DAC and 
drove bus for Carla Anderson. Elijah stated he was eventually fired for an incident and was also upset about that. 
They believe their grandparents and Daniel are responsible for Carla’s disappearance. They also noted that after 
Carla disappeared, the grandparents started receiving Social Security Benefits. As far as Jacob Wetterling, they 
stated the family had connections to the Wetterling family. They also stated the suspect vehicles matched the 
vehicles that were driven by the Hansen’s at that time. Elijah stated he has talked to the BCA and FBI about 
these concerns already, 

Gennifer and Elijah also spoke about the alleged “suicide” of a male with the last name of Stout. She stated her 
grandparents were over at the Stout house just prior to him “committing suicide." They stated they don’t think he 
committed suicide. They feel their grandparents had something to do with his death. 

Gennifer said the property is currently in “probate” and is going through court, Daniel and Audrey Hansen are 
currently living on the property.
